HAVINQ  Just  been  made  chief 
A R P.  cook  and  bottlewasher  for 

the  next  major  home  front  emergency. 
General  Worthington  would  be  en- 
gaging In  a diplomatic  nicety  when  he 
said  the  people  can  get  compulsory 
military  service  if  they  want  it. 

His  remark  reminds  you  of  the 
argument  about  the  hen  and  the  egg, 
and  which  comes  first.  In  the  realm 
of  governance,  however,  the  people 
don't  always  get  what  they  want; 
certainly  not  if  Income  tax  reductions 
are  a criterion.  Ottawa  is  lagging  badly 
behind  public  opinion  in  this  respect 
at  least. 

When  It  comes  to  military  prepared 
ness,  however,  a government  should 
lead  not  follow.  It  possesses  informa- 
tion not  available  to  the  general 
public,  and  in  times  of  emergency 
people  have  a right  to  look  to4heir 
elected  executives  for  guidance  and 
initiative. 

However,  this  is  merely  by  way  of 
taking  an  interest  In  the  general's 
new  appointment.  As  you  will  have 
noted,  he  will  begin  to  dovetail  all  the 
isolated  Joints  in  the  Canadian  civil 
defence  structure. 

SHOULD  GET  TOGETHER 
This  doesn't  mean  the  nation  is 
about  to  dig  deep  shelters  where- 
in to  hide  should  hypothesis  dissolve 
Into  reality,  although  some  slight  dis- 
crepancy of  view  is  apparent.  One 
government  source  Is  quoted  as  saying 
the  time  has  come  to  prepare.  An- 
other, as  it  happens,  is  said  to  em- 
phasize the  unlikeliness  of  Canada 
ever  having  to  bear  the  brunt  of  an 
enemy  attack.

BOUNCING  PERSONALITY 
Home  defence  organizations,  there- 
fore, are  most  likely  to  feel  the  Impact 
of  this  bouncing  personality  before 
long.

We  are,  I trust,  much  better 
Insured  against  a repetition  of  such 
futilities  should  the  worst  come  to  the 
worst  once  more. 

Oeneral  Worthington’s  appointment 
may  be  some  guarantee  of  that.  He 
terms  his  new  Job  "a  sort  of  permanent 
disaster  committee  on  a broad  na- 
tional scale."

The  problem  comes  down  to  basic 
economics. 

As  a centre  of  production.  Berlin  be- 
fore and  perhaps  during  the  war  pro- 
duced 9 per  cent  of  all  German  pro- 
duction.

20  per  cent  of  printing  and 
paper,  35  per  cent  of  garments,  19  per 
cent  of  fine  mechanical  and  optical 
material  and  10  per  cent  of  all  rubber. 

The  greater  part  of  this  production 
was  In  the  zones  now  held  by  the 
Western  Powers.  In  the  sectors  of  the 
Western  Allies  ore  located  some  of  the 
most  famous  German  Industries,  such 
as  Siemens  and  Halske,  Telefunken 
and  others. 


starve  does  not  Jibe  with  hard-headed 
reason.  Surely  the  Bolsheviks  are 
aware  of  the  fact  that  In  order  to  get 
materials  from  the  Allied  zone,  food 
for  workers  and  coal  for  factories 
must  be  supplied.  In  their  own  coun- 
try they  have  had  ample  opportunity 
to  observe  this  rule  at  work.  They 
simply  could  not  permit  W’estern  Ber- 
lin to  starve. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Western  Al- 
lies have  a stnke  In  bringing  exports 
from  Berlin  into  reasonable  relation 
with  Imports  to  Berlin,  although  the 
generals  may  not  realize  this.  From 
an  economic  point  of  view  we  must  de- 
cide whether  the  admirable,  If  expen- 
sive. airlift  performs  this  function. 

Further,  we  must  recognize  the  full 
potency  of  our  bargaining  position. 
And  when  the  United  Nations’  discus- 
sions end  in  a deadlock  as  they  hove 
In  the  past,  there  Is  no  reason  to  as- 
sume that  Soviet  Russia  and  the  West 
will  have  exhausted  possibilities  for  a 
Berlin  settlement.  As  long  as  the  eco- 
nomic A B C’s  of  Berlin  exist,  there 
will  be  a strong  Incentive  for  agree- 
ment on  both  sides.  It  is  not  unlikely 
that  the  utilization  of  the  Industries 
In  Berlin  will  play  a major  part  in  the 
final  solution  of  the  Berlin  crisis.

Will  There  Be  Food  Enough? 


(Editorial  In  The  New  York  Times) 


A CENSUS  Bureau  report  which 
gives  the  country  an  estimated 
population  of  143.414,000  focuses  at- 
tention on  the  old  problem  of  food 
supply.  This  country  has  no  reason 
to  worry,  but  mankind  has.  World 
population  has  never  increased  at 
anything  like  the  present  rate.  So  for 
as  the  statistical  evidence  goes  there 
were  445.000,000  people  on  earth  300 
years  ago.  and  the  density  was  eight 
to  the  mile;  today  there  are  2,265,- 
000.000,  and  the  density  is  40  to  the 
mile. 

The  billions  who  are  now  on  earth 
and  who  will  come  must  live  on  the 
land,  periodically  visited  by  such  dis- 
asters as  premature  frosts,  droughts, 
storms,  earthquakes,  floods  that  wash 
away  soil.  Not  all  the  land  Is  good 
enough  for  human  habitation  or  good 
enough  for  agriculture  or  mining. 


The  late  Dr.  Raymond  Pearl  went 
into  these  matters  thoroughly  and 
painted  a black  picture  of  an  increas- 
ing human  horde  which  would  rapidly 
exhaust  the  chemical  elements  that 
sustain  life.  If  the  rate  of  Increase 
that  prevailed  from  1936  to  1946  (a 
little  less  than  1 per  cent)  1s  main- 
tained there  will  be  over  21,000,000,000 
people  by  2240.  Even  If  we  cut  this 
estimate  In  half,  as  the  more  cautious 
demographers  do,  the  world  will  have 
to  cast  about  for  means  to  feed  Itself. 

Can  science  help  us  In  the  extremity 
that  must  ultimately  be  faced? 

During  the  war  we  learned  how  to 
cultivate  edible  yeasts.  Starches  and 
sugars  have  been  synthesized  In  the 
laboratory,  a success  which,  though 
enormously  expensive,  warrants  the 
belief  that  the  factory  may  yet  supple- 
ment the  farm  In  the  production  of 


food.  Virtually  nothing  has  been  dona 
to  harvest  the  vast  amount  of  plank- 
ton in  the  sea  The  synthetic  chem- 
ist Is  still  baffled  by  the  structure  of 
protein,  for  which  reason  his  attempt* 
to  synthesize  it  In  one  of  Its  many 
forms  have  failed. 

Yet  there  Is  nothing  absurd  In  tha 
idea  that  the  synthetic  equivalent  of 
beefsteak,  a glass  of  milk  or  white  of 
egg  may  some  day  be  produced  at  a 
cost  low  enough  to  be  of  practical  Im- 
portance. Even  pessimistic  Dr.  Pearl 
did  not  think  humanity  would  soma 
day  have  to  follow  the  lemmings  and 
drown  its  excess  numbers  In  the  sea  In 
order  to  solve  the  problem  of  food  and 
overcrowding.  Science  Is  the  algebraic 
"X"  with  which  statisticians  cannob 
reckon  because  its  frontier  Is  bound- 
less and  Its  discoveries  are  unpredic- 
table.

She  is  already  being 
stripped  for  the  Whiter  months. 

R.  B.  Young,  Dominion  hydro- 
graphic  officer  in  charge  of  the 
survey  vessel,  reports  this  year's  No. 

1 task  was  the  charting  of  coastline 
and  adjacent  waters  of  Banks  Island 
—up  to  now  uncharted  on  Admir- 
alty charts.  Results  of  the  survey 
Just  completed  will  be  used  In  the 
drawing  up  of  new  charts  for  this 
portion  of  the  coast. 

William  J.  8tewart  left  this  port 
early  last  May  to  start  her  Banks 
Island  assignment.  The  ship,  under 
the  command  of  Capt.  G.  Hillard, 
carried  a crew  of  54  men.  The  sur- 
vey work  was  hindered  to  a certain 
extent  by  unfavorable  weather.

Historically,  the  Jews  have  more 
right  to  Palestine  than  the  Arabs. 
The  Roman  devastation  of  the  land 
In  135  AD.  brought  an  end  to  one 
phase  of  Jewish  occupancy.  Sub- 
sequently the  country  became  part 
of  the  Roman  and  Byzantine  Em- 
pires. Alter  that  It  was  ruled  sfey 
one  conqueror  or  another  until  'he 
Great  War  when  the  Allies  took  It 
over  from  the  vanquished  Turks  at 
the  Treaty  of  Sevres. 

Jurisdiction  over  Palestine  was 
vested  by  the  Allies  In  the  League 
of  Nations  and  the  League.  In  turn, 
granted  Britain  a mandate.  Thus 
for  the  last  30  years  authority  over 
Palestine  has  rested  with  the  only 


war  effort,  and  Incorporated  in  the 
terms  of  Britain's  mandate  as 
something  to  oe  sought  after  A 
generation  later  It  was  re-endorsed 
by  the  administration  of  both 
Churchill  and  Roosevelt  and 
adopted  as  policy  by  the  United 
Nauone. 

Mr.  Welles  claim*  that  Britain 
flagrantly  disobeyed  the  terms  of 
her  mandate  and  discouraged, 
rather  than  encouraged,  the  Jews. 
As  late  as  1936  Britain  set  up  *he 
Peel  Commission  which  reported 
that  she  had  failed  in  her  duties 
under  the  mandate.  Still  nothing 
was  done. 

ANNOUNCED  FAILURE 

In  1947  the  United  Kingdom  an- 
nounced complete  failure  of  the 
effort  to  And  a solution  to  the  prob- 
lem tn  the  Holy  Land  and  turned 
the  matter  over  to  the  United  Na 
lions.

"LEAN  ON  YOUR  DINNER" 

Here  Is  a bit  of  vernacular  which 
the  writer,  doubtless  In  company 
with  everyone  who  uses  It.  did  In- 
deed think  to  be  modern  slang  with 
an  authentic  American  imprint— 
until  mere  chance  revealed  It  to 
have  been  recorded  over  300  year* 
ago  as  an  already  well-known  Scotch 
“proverb.'* 

The  phrase,  or  saying,  as  we  would 
call  It  today— for  the  words  hardly 
rate  classification  as  a proverb— 
was  listed  in  Kelly  s collection  of  old 
Scotch  sayings,  which  he  called 
"Pro verbs."  and  published  as  such 
In  1721. 

“Lean  to  your  dinner"  Is  the  way 
Kelly  has  It,  and  then  he  explains 
It  as  follows  "Spoken  to  them  that 
loll  upon  us." 

Collectors  of  proverbs  borrowed 
from  each  other,  of  course,  but  In 
the  "Scotch  Proverbs”  published  by 
Henderson  In  1S32.  tills  one  Is  given, 
not  as  It  appears  In  the  older  listing, 
but  apparently  as  the  author  heard 
It.  with  the  Scotch  burr  still  fresh 
upon  It: 

"Lean  to  the  brose  ye  got  In  the 
morning." 

And  today's  schoolboy  who  thinks 
It  unmanly,  perhaps,  to  be  polite, 
shoves  the  playfellow  who  crowds 
him  and  says:  "Lean  on  your  din- 
ner." or.  more  often.  "Lean  on  your 
appetite!"

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Chemists  Face  Problem 
To  Catch  Medicine  Men 


WASHINGTON,  Oct.  SO  (SANA). 
— Th*  tramp  medicine  man  U get- 
ting slacker  and  cheaper. 

He  U the  direct  descendant  of  the 
hawker  who  used  to  peddle  mys- 
tertous  Indian  remedies.  good  for 
any  disease  ever  heard  of.  at  county 
fair*  or  on  market-town  street 
comeri  on  Saturday  nights,  but 


now  he  operates  Just  as  effectively 
under  cover  and  Is  much  harder  to 
catch. 

The  problem  of  apprehending 
him  was  placed  before  the  Associa- 
tion of  Official  Agricultural  Chem- 
ists meeting  here  by  the  group's 
president,  Dr.  George  H.  Marsh,  of 
Montgomery,  Ala. 


Just  now.  Dr.  Marsh  said,  the 
medicine  vender  is  particularly  ac- 
tive in  rural  areas  of  the  South. 
He  operates  largely  through  small 
crossroads'  stores  and  filling  sta- 
tions by  leaving  attractively  labeled 
bottles  on  the  shelves  on  a con-, 
Elgnment  basis.  He  also  works  from 
house  to  house. 

PATIENTS  LITTLE  HELP 
The  first  difficulty  is  to  catch  up 
with  the  fellow.  Dr  Marsh  pointed 
out.  He  seldom  operates  In  one 
neighborhood  more  than  a few  days 
at  a time.  Victims  are  loath  to 


complain.  Thay  will  even  go  to 
court  and  swear  that  the  medicine, 
obviously  worthless,  cured  them. 

Once  the  peddler  Is  before  the 
court.  Dr.  Marsh  explained,  it  is 
necessary  for  a state  or  federal  offi- 
cial to  testify  as  to  the  exact  con- 
tents of  the  nostrum.  An  unchal- 
lengable  analysis  may  require  the 
work  of  an  expert  chemist  for 
weeks.  Even  then  he  1s  not  quite 
sure  of  his  grounds. 

One  of  the  sllskeat  operators,  Dr. 
Marsh  said,  appeared  in  Alabama 
as  a "physician"  sent  out  by  the 


Federal  Government  to  make  a sur- 
vey of  the  pellagra  situation.  He 
went  from  house  to  house,  wearing 
a white  coat  and  carrying  a steth- 
oscope and  impressive -looking  black 
bag. 

CASES  ALL  -DESPEEATB* 

He  appealed  to  his  vie Ume  to  co- 
operate with  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment by  allowing  him  to  examine 
them.  Naturally  ’every  case  was 
diagnosed  as  desperate. 

“But  fortunately"  the  "physician1* 
would  say,  “the  Federal  doctors  in 
Washington  have  Just  found  a per- 


fect remedy . It  is  still  very  scarce 
and  expensive,  but  your  case  is  so 
bad  I think  we  can  spare  a little  at' 
cost  price." 

Then  he  would  produce  a bottle 
bearing  an  American  flag  label. 

[ which  sold  for  five  dollars. 

"He  did  an  enormous  business." 
Dr.  Marsh  said,  "but  he  moved  so 
fast  we  never  were  able  to  catch 
i him.  We  even  had  a lot  of  trouble 
getting  samples  of  his  medicine.  Of 
course,  it  was  perfectly  useless  for 
anything."

— 11  bottles  of  cheap  whisky.! 
somewhat  flavored,  as  the  "secret 
life  posserver  of  the  Klckapoos 
which  my  grandfather  received  from 
Chief  Stick -in -the- Mud  ao  hU 
death  bed."  Now,  says  Dr.  Marsh, 
whisky  is  too  ooetly.  The  eictim 
doesn’t  even  get  s bad  drink  for  his 
money. 

Country  church  groups  are  among 
the  frequent  victims,  Dr.  Marsh 
concluded.  Bottles  carry  such 
legends  as  "Rock  of  Ages."  and  the 
hawker  often  poses  as  an  evan- 1 
gellsL

Jts  name  has  been  before  the  people  of  the  world  more 
and  more  often  in  the  three  years  since  the  Charter  of 
the  58-country  organization  came  into  force.  But,  more 
important.  United  Nations’  work  is  now  an  everyday 
fact  to  people  everywhere,  who  this  year  will  help 
observe  its  anniversary  by  celebrating  United  Nations 
Day. 

On  this  United  Nations  Day,  some  people,  like  the 
homeless  in  the  displaced  persons  camps  in  Europe 
and  the  hungry  children  who  are  given  food,  are  depend- 
ent on  the  work  of  United  Nations  and  its  specialized 
agencies.  Other  millions  benefit  from  the  quiet  and 
steady  work  dealing  with  the  economic  and  social  factors 
which  shape  societies.  This  work  may  show  up  when 
idle  factory  wheels  turn  again  as  the  result  of  planning 
by  the  United  Nations  Economic  Commission  for 
Europe.  It  may  come  out  when  death-dealing  narcotics, 
under  international  control,  are  seized  from  a smuggler 
in  a port.  It  crops  out  in  the  support  ordinary  people 
throughout  the  world  have  given  to  the  United  Nations 
Appeal  for  Children  in  its  campaign  for  funds  to  save  the 
life  of  a generation.  And,  in  a hundred  other  ways, 
non-political  and  political  alike,  United  Nations  is  work- 
ing for  the  peoples  of  the  world,  who  set  up  the  organiza- 
tion three  years  ago. 


From  all  over  the  world,  people  viait  U.N.  headquarters,  some  of  them  as  casual  observers,  but  more  and 
more  aa  members  of  interested  organisations  who  participate  directly  or  indirectly  in  the  work  in 
progress.  Here  students  arrive  at  Lake  Success,  New  York,  for  study  of  U.N.

Ships  of  the  Vikings 


A HIGH  regard  for  ship*  and  for  the 
men  who  sail  them  l*  part  and  par- 
cel of  the  Norwegian  sea- faring  tra- 
dition • Norway’s  pride  In  It*  Viking  heri- 
tage i*  no  better  Illustrated  than  by  the 
eare  and  expense  which  have  gone  Into 
housing  and  restoring  the  three  1. 100- 
year-old  vessel*  unearthed  In  ancient 
burial  mound*  In  these  slim,  high-prowed 
craft,  the  ancient  Vikings  pushed  out  to 


speed  the  course  of  history  And  down 
through  the  years,  a love  of  adventure  and 
discovery  ha*  urged  generations  of  Nor- 
wegians to  maintain  this  tradition.  'Ihe 
three  wooden  vessel*,  which  have  been  so 
miraculously  preserved,  are  In  many  re- 
spects. world  property,  for  they  and  their 
counterparts  were  instrument*  which 
helped  to  shape  world  history.  As  such, 
few  Norway  visitors  can  leave  that  country 


without  first  having  visited  the  ships  and 
admiring  the  way  in  which  they  are  being 
preserved  for  posterity. 

VESSELS  RESTORED 
At  the  Viking  Ship  Muaeum  at  Bygdy. 
a short  distance  outside  the  Norwegian 
capital,  over  ti  half  century  of  careful 
work  has  gone  into  the  restoration  and 
preservation  of  the  three  Viking  vessels 
which  have  been  found  to  date.  The  first 


of  trhem  wju  discovered  in  JB07,  embedded 
In  the  blue  clay  of  a Viking  burial  mound 
near  Rolvsoy.  and  Is  known  as  the  Tune 
ship.  Restoration  of  this  vessel  luu  pro- 
gressed slowly,  as  the  original  find  was  in 
poor  condition  The  second  find,  however, 
yielded  what  la  known  as  the  Oogstad  ship 
the  largest  of  the  vessels  yet  unearthed. 
It.  like  the  other  three  ships,  dates  from 
the  ninth  century  and  like  the  others 
served  as  a burial  chambe/  for  departed 
Viking  royalty.  Discovered  In  1880,  this 
90- foot  vessel  is  thought  to  be  of  the  same 
type  as  crossed  the  Atlantic  to  Greenland 
and  America  In  the  year  1000.  Amazingly 
well  built  and  proportioned  it  represents 
a high  degree  of  engineering  skill  and 
craftsmanship. 

ONCE  ROYAL  BARGE 
The  third  and  richest  of  the  discoveries 
was  made  near  Tonsberg  In  1904  when  the 
famous  Oseberg  find  was  brought  to  light. 
This  richly  carved  scroll-headed  vessel  la 
thought  to  have  been  the. Royal  yacht  of 
Queen  Aasa,  who  lived  In  the  ninth  cen- 
tury. and  represents  what  must  have  been 
the  acme  of  the  Viking  shipbuilder's  art. 


Today  It  may  be  seen  perfectly  restored  in 
all  its  splendor,  over  70  feet  long,  in  Ihe 
Bygdy  Museum  The  miraculous  preserv- 
ing qualities  of  the  blue  clay  in  which 
these  ships  wm  re  found  has  rendered  fur- 
' thcr  preservation  unnecessary.  The  wood 
fibre  In  the  massive  oak  beams  and  planks 
has  completely  disappeared,  and  there  is 
no  further  danger  of  their  rolling.  Dr. 
FridLJov  Johan neasen  who  has  devoted 
over  40  years  to  restoring  these  ships,  de- 
scribes how  the  timbers  are  so  well  pre- 
served. that  it  has  been  possible  to  steam 
mid  bend  the  planks  back  to  their  oiiginal 
shape,  in  cases  where  they  have  been 
warped  by  the  centuries.  In  fact,  with  the 
exception  of  one  missing  cross  beam,  and 
9 section  of  the  stern-post,  all  the  original 
materials  used  in  the  reconstruction  even 
down  to  the  old  pegs  and  bolt*.  The  colled 
prow-piece,  found  well  preserved  some 
distance  from  the  vessel,  has  now  been  re- 
fitted to  the  ship. 

ENCLOSED  SKELETONS 
The  Oseberg  ship  contains  a roughly- 
^jullt  cabin  constructed  as  the  burial 
chamber  for  the  queen.  In  this  cabin  were 


found  the  skeletons  of  two  women  esti- 
mated by  experts  U>  have  been  re-pectmly 
aged  between  25-30  and  60-70.  It  Is  sup- 
posed that  the  younger  woman  was  the 
queen,  and  the  elder,  her  bonda-womaii. 
The  remains  of  both  bodies  lay  on  beds 
covered  with  quilts,  pillows  and  clothing. 
Other  goods  found  Included  tapestry, 
chests  of  household  goods.  Including  scis- 
sors and  jewing  equipment,  axes,  buckets, 
dishes,  two  looms  and  a wooden  pan  con- 
taining wild  apples  which  were  fully  pre- 
served and  ripe.  One  of  the  most  miracu- 
lous parts  of  the  find  was  an  elaborately 
carved  wagon  and  four  sledges 
Today,  these  Viking  ships  and  their  con- 
tent* are  among  Norway's  most  carefully 
guarded  possessions.  Public  subscription, 
municipal  and  state  aid  have  made  the 
restoration  project  possible.  As  they  stand 
today,  housed  In  their  own  muaeum  and 
viewed  by  thousands  of  visitors  weekly,  the 
three  Viking  ships  not  only  symbolize  a 
sea-faring  tradition,  but  Illustrate  the  re- 
sponsibility which  each  nation  owe*  U>  0 e 
rest  of  the  world  in  preserving  it*  hlslu.i- 
cal  treasures*

THE  real-life  scene  is  a lunch-room  on 
UB.  Highway  6 between  Chicago  and 
Denver.  The  usual  American  truck- 
irlver  strolls  In  for  his  midday  Hamburger 
snd  slips  a nickel  Into  the  usual  Juke-box 
to  hear  Bing  sing. 

He  likes  music  with  his  meals— and 
whenever  he  chooses  Bing  he's  boosting 
Britain's  dollar  reserves 
It’s  not  Just  a matter  of  Juke-box  royal- 
ties. Every  time  Bing  Crosby  makes  a new 
gramophone  record,  he  earns  dollars  for 
Britain.  Every  sale  of  a Bing  record  every- 
where-and  they  sold  to  the  merry  tune  of 
$6,500,000  last  year— reap*  rich  dollar 
profits  for  the  Old  Country. 

And  not  only  Bing.  Buch  top  American 
recording  stars  as  the  Andrew  Sisters. 
Danny  Kaye.  A1  Jolaon.  the  Ink  Spots  and 
Sophie  Tucker  are  singing  for  Britain’s 
breakfast.  In  a sense,  they’re  among  Eng- 
land* dollar  export*. 

LEWIS  AND  KAPP 

The  amazing  reason  lies  in  a brilliant 
deal  staged  In  prewar  recording  days  when 
a young  Yank  named  Jack  Kapp  broke 
away  from  the  big  combine*  with  a new 
gramophone  record  company  with  the  aid 
of  an  English  gram  impresario  named  E R 
Lewis. 


Kapp  had  been  in  the  record  game  ever 
since  hi*  Dad  sold  “Alexander’s  Ragtime 
Band"  from  a horse  and  bufigy,  and  Lewis 
dug  up  $250,000  to  finance  him.  A host  of 
recording  stars  who  were  his  friends— 
Tommy  Dorsey,  Guy  Lombardo,  the  Mills 
Brothers — Jumped  aboard  his  new  music 
wagon. 

There  were  initial  difficulties.  Old 
pressing  machines,  bought  secondhand, 
either  broke  or  produced  faulty  records. 
A further  $235,000  had  to  be  Invested  In 
new  equipment. 

Yet  the  disc  gold-dust  has  panned  out 
better  than  Kapp  or  Lewis  expected  A 
turn  of  the  tide  came  when  Bing  refused 
to  leave  hi*  friend  Jack  for  bigger  money 
offered  by  a competitor.  Again.  JoUon 
had  retired  from  records  and  Kapp  per- 
suaded him  to  make  a comeback.  He 
signed  Hoagy  Carmichael.  Dick  Haymes 
and  Eddie  Cantor.  Today  his  British - 
sponsored  company  is  selling  80.000.000 
records  yearly. 

CLIPPING  ROYALTIES 
Even  then  these  Amerlcna  records  are 
sold  in  Europe.  Britain  clips  royalties  from 
the  dollar  transfer.  Foreign  currency  is 
earned,  too.  from  companies  in  Holland.

Retreat  for  Humming  Bird 
Wonder  Midget  of  Nature

ORANOE,  Cal  (NANA).— In  the  shade 
of  ancient  oak  tree*  In  California  s 
scenic  Modjeska  Canyon  is  some- 
thing new  In  sanctuaries:  A retreat  for 
humming  birds.  It  was  started  by  B F. 
Tucker,  a retired  Long  Beach  banker,  for 
his  invalid  wife.  It  stiU  bears  her  name: 
The  Dorothy  May  Tucker  Bird  Sanctuary, 
although  after  her  death  Tucker  deeded 
the  place  to  the  Audubon  Society. 

Each  Spring,  thousands  of  lightning - 
fast  bold  little  aerial  acrobat*  are  lured  to 
the  feeders  In  the  sanctuary  filled  with  di- 
luted sugar  syrup.  For  other  birds.  Tucker 
also  provides  little  bird  houses-but  hum- 
mers will  have  none  of  them.  Indepen- 
dent and  fastidious,  they  will  not  live  in 
anything  but  a nest  of  their  own  construc- 
tion, a work  of  art  and  a triumph  of  mini- 
ature architecture. 

A few  days  after  a spectacular  courtship 
during  which  the  male  makes  daring 
downward  plunges,  wlngovers  and  chan- 
dellea'  which  would  make  any  airman 
green  with  envy,  there  Is  a brief  mating 
In  the  air,  and  then  the  male  trie*  to  oblige 
by  building  the  nest.  The  female  wtll  sit 
on  a nearby  branch,  watching  him  criti- 
cally a*  he  flit*  around  gathering  cobwebs 
and  delicate  fiber  strands. 

A HOME  WRECKER 

When  the  nest  is  nearly  finished,  the 
female  flies  at  It,  an  ounc#of  winged  Tury. 
and  tears  It  to  bits.  FTom  then  on  the 
male  get*  the  hint:  He  get*  The  female 
takes  over.  In  a couple  of  day*  the  nest 
U rebuilt  to  suit  her  taste— a Uny  cup  of 
cobwebs  and  lichen*,  no  bigger  than  an 
inch  across,  artfully  camouflaged  from 
prying  eyes.  In  two  week*,  the  nest  has 
occupant*— two  baby  hummers,  no  bigger 
than  beetles.  Ai  the  start  they  have  no 
wings  or  bill*  and  are  completely  helpless 
and  dependent  on  their  mother  te  feed 
and  protect  them. 


She  protects  them  efficiently.  Her  dar- 
ing downward  plunges,  In  which  her  ar- 
rival sounds  like  the  flight  of  a bullet, 
scare  off  even  suefl  blR  birds  as  hawks  and 
crows.  Cats  and  dogs  get  out  of  the  way 
of  this  miniature  lighter.  But  there  is  one 
enemy  the  hummer  cannot  defeat:  Ant* 
They  crawl  up  the  trunk  of  the  tree  to  the 
nest  and  actually  devour  the  defenceless 
young  alive.  When  that  happens  the 
mother  bird  will  lit  on  a bare  limb  for  a 
couple  of  days,  motionless,  a ruffled  bundle 
of  misery.  Then  It  wlU  fly  to  And  a new 
mate,  build  a new  nest  elsewhere  and  raise 
a new  family  in  time  for  Fall  migration. 

In  two  weeks  a young  hummer  lakes  off 
from  the  nest  unaided  and  like  a P-38. 
He  can  also  hover  like  a helicopter  and— 
the  only  bird  In  creation  that  can  do  so- 
fty backward. 

The  life  of  a hummer  is  around  four 
years.  During  that  time  it  wtU  Winter  in 
South  America  and  Bummer  in  the 
Rockies.  In  California,  the  Anna  hummer 
stays  the  year  around.  It  has  a green 
body,  a red  throat,  has  about  an  Inch  and 
a half  wlngspread.  is  curious,  playful  and 
a Joy  to  watch. 

Tucker  claims  anyone  in  the  right  cli- 
mate snne  can  have  Annas  around  who 
will  build  a simple  feeder.  He  recom- 
mends a small  glass  with  syrup,  atop  of 
which  a flower  with  the  bottom  cut  off  is 
- floated.  Dipping  its  long  bill  In  the  flower 
to  get  the  nectar,  the  hummer  wtll  dis- 
cover the  syrup.  After  that  it  wtll  always 
come  back  and  It  will  tell  the  neighbors, 
too. 

Tucker  warn*  that  a bird  lover  must 
chase  away  the  bees  and  ante  If  he  wants 
the  hummers  to  stay  and  use  the  feeders 
undisturbed  To  wild  bee*  he  recommends 
tilting  « blow  torch  He  lure*  domeetlc 
beee  away  with  a sugar -filled  hive  from 
the  hummers'  favorite  feeding  place.  As 
for  ante,  he  destroys  them  with  chlordane. 
a chemical  sprayed  on  the  ground  under 
the  hummers'  bush  or  tree. 


America,  pressing  records  under  licence. 
And  it’s  a two-way  traffic. 

British  records  in  turn  are  best-selling 
in  the  United  States.  In  1938  America 
bought  400.000  British  recordings  monthly.

Beryl  Davis  and  Anne  Shelton  are  Just 
some  of  the  new  English  export  sales. 
Currently,  America  has  whipped  up  a craze 
for  “Underneath  the  Arches."  When  a 
boom  developed  for  Oracle  Fields  singing 
"Now  Is  the  Hour."  a London  firm  prompt- 
ly swooped  9.000  records  across  the  At- 
lantic in  a Constellation  airliner,  followed 
by  another  air  cargo  of  32.000  and  250,000 
by  ship.  So  far  sales  stand  at  400,000. 

LONDON  HILLBILLY 

In  the  Middle  West  there’s  a scramble 
for  the  hillbilly  recordings  of  Johnny 
Dennis  and  his  Ranchers.  Whisper  it— 
the  records  are  made  in  Brlxton,  London, 
and  most  of  the  Ranchers  are  Londoners! 

One  reason  for  Britain's  gram  pres- 
tige Is  that  London  recording  factories 
are  Just  a*  close  to  the  New  York  sales 
centres  as  the  recording  studios  in  Holly- 
wood. Besides,  classical  recordings  under 
a London  label  have  a special  appeal  In 
Boston  and  Omaha 

And  royalties  earned  on  recordings 
made  in  America  by  British-backed  firms 
•re  In  addition  to  this  brisk  business  In 
export*.  For  the  sake  of  the  record,  for 
instance.  Jack  Kapp  whisked  recordings 
of  “Oklahoma."  the  biggest  United  8tates 
show  success  In  years,  from  under  the  eye* 
and  ears  of  hi*  competitors  and  has  so 
far  sold  900,000  sets.  Equally  elaborate 
album  recordings  of  "Annie,  Qet  Your 
Gun."  of  Charles  Laughton  In  readings 
from  the  Bible  and  Ronald  Colman  In  a 
gram  version  of  Dickens’  “Christmaa 
Carol"  have  sold  equally  well.

Nizam  Holds  Wealth  of  Gems 


HYDERABAD  City  (UP>.  — The  62- 
year -old  Nizam  of  Hyderabad  seems 
destined  to  live  out  the  rest  of  his 
life  like  a bird  In  a gilded  cage 
The  eccentric,  fabulously  wealthy  ruler 
lost  control  of  17.000.000  subjects  and  a 
realm  half  the  size  of  France  when  Indian 
army  forces  occupied  his  capital  Septem- 
ber 1H  after  a five-day  siege. 

So  far.  however,  Indiana*  given  no  sign 
it  Intends  to  strip  him  of  his  personal 
riche*  or  his  title. 

His  yellow  dynastic  flag  still  file*  over 
Klngkothl,  his  palace.  His  hoard  of  un- 
counted gems  and  gold  reportedly  still  lies 
unmolested  in  vast  underground  vault*  be- 
neath the  palace.  HI*  numerous  personal 
guards  have  not  been  replaced  or  dis- 
armed. 

MaJ.-Gen.  J.  N.  Choudhry.  appointed 
India*  military  governor  of  the  princely 
state,  told  newsmen,  "We  don't  Intend  to 
lay  a finger  on  the  Nizam” 

WILL  HOLD  ELECTIONS 
But  Choudhry  added:  "Eventually  demo- 
cratic elections  will  be  held  and  the  Gov- 
ernment will  be  turned  over  to  the  people 
of  Hyderabad  " 

Friends  of  the  Nizam  have  often  said  he 
would  never  go  Into  exile.  He  would  rather 
die  than  leave  the  palace  where  his  family 
ha*  reigned  since  1724.  they  say. 

Most  observers  here  believe  he  will  be 


allowed  to  live  on  at  the  palace  with  his 
treasures,  his  fleet  of  limousines  and  his 
many  wives  — but  that  he  will  have  no 
more  voice  In  the  state's  new  Government 
than  a king  in  an  operetta 

The  Nizam  apparently  Is  resigned  to  hi* 
new  role.  On  the  night  the  first  Indian 
tanks  rolled  Into  the  city,  he  ordered  his 
subject*  by  radio  to  "render  faithful  and 
unflinching  obedience  to  the  military  gov- 
ernor." 

HI*  capitulation  ended  Hyderabad's  bit- 
ter 13-month  struggle  to  remain  Indepen- 
dent from  India 

FORCES  CLASHED 

8ince  gaining  Independence  from  Brit- 
ain tn  August,  1947,  India  had  demanded 
that  the  Nizam  accede  to  the  new  nation. 
The  Nizam's  Government  had  stubbornly 
refused.  While  representatives  of  both 
governments  argued  fruitlessly  over'  con- 
ference tables.  Indian  and  Hyderabad 
guerrillas  clashed  with  mounting  violence 
along  the  state’s  land-locked  border. 

Finally,  at  dawn  on  September  13.  India 
launched  a military  invasion.  Armored 
column*  crashed  across  the  border  at 
seven  point*  while  Indian  bomber*  at- 
tacked airfields  and  troop  concentration* 
deep  inside  the  state. 

The  Nizam's  outnumbered,  out-equipped 
army  reeled  back  from  the  first  blow  and 
never  recovered  On  the  fifth  day,  with 


Indian  spearheads  less  than  40  miles  from 
Ids  palace,  the  Nizam  ordered  hi*  troops  to 
cease  fire  and  return  to  their  barracks. 
The  Indian  Government  — which  termed 
the  invaalon  a "police  action  to  restore  law 
and  order"— claimed  that  “less  than  ten  * 
of  it*  troop*  were  killed  while  Hyderabad 
lost  “about  600  regular*  and  1.500  irregu- 
lars’’ 

NO  VIOLENCE 

Contrary  to  widespread  prediction*  that 
an  Indian  attack  would  touch  off  a wave 
of  Hindu- Moslem  murder,  there  were  al- 
most no  case*  of  communal  violence  In  the 
state. 

A militant  Moslem  organization  known 
ax  the  Razakars  had  vowed  that  Its  200.000 
armed  members  would  "fight  U>  the  last 
man"  to  save  the  Nizam  from  domination 
by  Hindu  India  But  the  organization  ap- 
parently collapsed  when  It*  fiery  chieftain, 
40-year-old  Kasim  Raavl,  was  arrested  by 
Indian  Intelligence  officers 

A few  scattered  cases  of  looting  and 
street  fighting  were  reported  after  the  In- 
dian occupation,  but  for  the  most  part  the 
city  remained  outwardly  a*  placid  a*  usual. 

Choudhry  ha*  announced  that  Hydera- 
bad will  remain  under  tight  military  con- 
trol "indefinitely."  He  ha*  disbanded  the 
Razakars.  ordered  a dusk  to  dawn  curfew, 
clamped  tight  restrictions  on  newspapers, 
and  ordered  all  civilian*  to  surrender  their 


Britain’s  Television  Labeled  Best  in  World

A RED  luminous  Indicator  flashes  a 

warning:  "8ilence-Sound  On -Vision 
1 x On."  A narrow  dbor  opens,  and 
you  are  in  Studio  No.  1 at  Alexandra 
Palace,  near  London,  centre  of  the  British 
Broadcasting  Corporation'*  television  ac- 
tivities It  Is  a large,  hlgh-cellinged  room 
like  a film  studio,  with  dozen*  of  flood- 
lights, movable  scenery,  actors  in  their 
make-up,  cameras,  microphone*  and  a 
labyrinth  of  cables  on  the  floor. 

A voice  calls:  "Ten  seconds  more  . . . 
five  seconds  more!"  and  the  producer  give* 
the  scene  a last  glance  from  his  UtUe  glass 
cage  one  story  up,  as  everything  cones  to 
life  before  the  camera.  The  hands  of  the 
clock  approach  3 p.m  — a man  with  dark 
spectacle*  drop*  hi*  raised  arm  and  a girl 
in  the  light  of  the  klelg  lamp*  begin* 
to  speak:  "This  is  the  BBC.  television 
service  . . 

JOURNEY  TO  COPENHAGEN 

A complete  installation  of  this  new 
composite  art.  as  evolved  during  the  last 
12  yean,  has  Just  taken  a Journey  across 
the  North  Sea,  where  it  was  re -consti- 
tuted In  it*  origityd  form,  for  the  Radio 
Industry  Council  despatched  to  Copen- 
hagen a fully  equipped  television  studio. 


Including  cameras  and  microphones, 

scenery  and  floodlights,  as  well  a*  the 
transmitter  with  its  valves  and  trans- 
formers— and,  of  course,  some  of  the  latest 
receiver  types.  There,  at  the  British 
Exhibition,  held  In  that  city  In  September, 
it  was  shown  in  action,  to  give  the  Danish 
public  a chance  of  seeing  British  television, 
so  that  they  might  obtain  aq  idea  of 
what  the  55.000  families,  who  subscribe 
to  the  London  television  service,  are  enjoy- 
ing when  they  lean  back  In  comfortable 
armchairs  in  their  own  rooms  and  watch 
the  dally  programs  of  variety,  illustrated 
Interviews,  sport,  ballet  and  plays,  many 
of  the  last-named  being  new  productions, 
specially  written  for  television. 

It  is  Just  23  years  since  the  Scottish 
inventor,  Baird,  succeeded  Ipt  Ihe  first 
time  in  transmitting  a misty,  flickering 
picture  of  a living  person  from  one  room 
to  another,  in  hi*  attic  workshop  In  Soho, 
London.  This  was  the  birth  of  a new  art. 
which  Londoners  scarcely  realised  at  the 
time,  and  it  was  not  until  1936  that  the 
first  regular  dally  transmissions  of  hlgh- 
deflnitlon  television  programs  took  place 
from  Alexandra  Palace.  Three  years  later 
the  outbreak  of  the  World  War  caused  an 
interruption  of  nearly  seven  years  and 


(he  programs  were  only  resumed  in  1946  at 
the  time  of  the  great  Victory  Parade 
through  London. 

In  spite  of  this  interruption,  during 
which  many  television  technicians  were 
working  on  the  development  of  radar,  the 
BBC.’*  Alexandra  Palace  transmitter  is 
the  moat  progressive  in  the  world.  This 
statement  is  not  merely  the  claim  of  thoac 
who  are  proud  of  their  success;  rather  it 
is  the  unsolicited  testimonial  of  countless 
experts  In  many  countries. 

EXTENDING  TRANSMISSION 

But  the  exponent*  of  television  know 
well  that  thousands  more  members  of  the 
public  are  eagerly  awaiting  a chance  to 
enjoy  the  new  art.  As,  howersr,  the  ultra- 
short  wave#  used  for  television  transmis- 
sions have  a range  of  only  about  40-60 
mliea.  it  will  be  necessary  to  locate  trans- 
mitter* in  varidus  parte  of  Britain.  The 
English  Midlands  will  soon  have  their 
transmitter,  which  will  be  near  Birming- 
ham. and  then  other  centres  will  be  estab- 
lished. This  network  of  television  stations 
will  serve  three-quarter*  of  Britain'* 
public. 

The  Bummer  of  1948  was  regarded  aa  a 
milestone  In  International  television  his- 
tory through  the  inception  of  a continuous 
program  exchange  between  England  and 
France  By  means  of  televised  film.  London 
licence -holders  were  able  to  see  In  their 


own  homes  the  July  14  celebrations  in 
Paris.  Artistes  have  been  brought  from 
France  to  the  Alexandra  Palace  «and  will 
continue  to  come)  Including  Josephine 
Baker  and  Annabella.  the  composer 
Georges  Ulmer  and  the  theatrical  ballet 
expert.  Bergel  Llfar.  The  new  compositions 
of  Jean -Paul  Sartre  will  have  a part  in 
this  cultural  exchange  * 

Another  milestone  was  reached  with  the 
opening  of  the  Olympic  Oames  in  London 
recently,  which  was— among  other  things 
— transmitted  through  the  "CPB  ' camera, 
recently  Invented  In  Britain.  This  can 
operate  under  all  lighting  conditions,  even 
candlelight,  and  was  used  successfully 
last  November  at  the  wedding  of  Prtoccss 
Elizabeth  in  Westminster  Abbey. 

IN  LEADINO  riNEMAB 
Preparations  are  under  way  for  the  in- 
troduction of  television  into  a aeries  of 
London’s  big  cinemas.

THE  bank  accountant,  antique  dealer, 
paymaster,  policeman,  milkman, 
draftsman,  postman,  retired  busi- 
nessman, the  students,  ticket  agents  and 
sailors  have  something  In  the  basement. 

It's  that  hobby  that  has  usurped  more 
basements  In  North  America  than  sawdust 
and  coal  bins,  and  the  one  that  will  never 
as  men  buy  electric 
trains  for  Junior.  The  Christmas  trains 
the  "flyers"  on  oval  tracks  that  Junior  gels 
to  play  with  about  January  3,  are  "tin- 
plate." The  real  stuff  Is  model  railroading. 

The  model  railroad  men  are  probably 
the  only  ones  who  don't  sneak  up  to  toy- 
land  to  see  the  tinplate  choo-choos  oper- 
ate. They  don't  have  to.  They've  got 
model  layouts  that  could  compete  favor- 
ably with  the  B Si  N 

CLUB  IN  VICTORIA 
The  melting  pot  group  of  occupations 
are  all  represented  In  the  Western  Model 
Railroad  Club  of  Victoria,  and  while  not 
all  of  them  have  layouts  of  their  own.  they 
are  all  absolutely  sincere  In  their  interest 
for  scale  modeling.  Their  Interest  goes  be- 
yond a fascination  for  model  trains  and 
takes  in  a love  of  exact  detail— lights  in 
passenger  trains,  replicas  of  trains  running 
now  on  railroads  and  electrical-operated 
switches  modeled  on  actual  rail  yards 
If  a club  member  hasn't  got  a basement, 
he  uses  something  else  or  spends  hours 
building  his  own  equipment  to  run  on 
some  other  layout.  Basements  seem  to  be 
the  most  popular  location.  Attics  are 
either  too  hot  or  too  cold  or  hard  to  get  to. 
and  besides,  the  sound  reverberates 
throughout  the  housp,  although  such  ob- 
stacles are  a mere  nothing  to  model  men 
One  who  has  an  attic  layout  Rets  to  It  by 
a trapdoor  through  the  bathroom 
But  basements  are  fine.  They  are  priv- 
ate, once  the  children  and  wife  are  trained, 
and  the  wood  and  other  odds  and  ends  are 
either  thrown  mu  or  rearranged  The 
model  railroad  Is  like  a boom  town  It 
starts  In  one  corner  of  the  basement  and 
gradually  spreads  out.  pushing  all  but  sta- 
tionary objects  like  the  furnace  before.  It 
threatens  the  washtubs  and  encircles  the 
furnace 

NO  END  TO  THEM 

Basements  offer  obstacles,  too.  like  the 
Rocky  Mountains,  but  the  great  barriers 
are  conquered.  There  are  cases  on  record 
of  a model  railroader  ignoring  the  furnace 
pipes  and  putting  a tunnel  through  them, 
and  another  case  where  a modeler  ran  his 
main  line  through  a brick  chimney.  Two 
model  fans  In  the  United  8tatea  built  an 
underground  tunnel  connecting  their  base- 
ments and  sent  notes  back  and  forth,  until 
a mouse  got  caught  in  the  tunnel  and- de- 
railed the  express. 

This  refusal  to  be  defeated  by  obstacles, 
and  the  pure  Imagination  generated  to 
overcome  difficulties.  Is  typical  of  the  hob- 
byists. It  has  been  used  to  poke  fun  at

operates  electrically,  as  it  is  not  considered  fair  to  touch  equipment  with  hands. 


the  hobby,  but  actually  It  Illustrates  thal 
a model  railroad  enthusiast  thinks  a lot  of 
his  layout  anti  equipment,  and  will  not  be 
stopped  by  conventional  thinking  to  Im- 
prove It  and  make  It  more  realistic. 

The  passion  for  correctness  of  detail 
spreads  all  through  the  hobby.  The  equip- 
ment. which  comes  In  kits  to  be  assembled. 
Is  as  correct  to  scale  as  possible.  Many 
build  their  own  out  of  scrap  metal  and  odd 
parts.  One  Victoria  member  built  an  O- 
gauge  model  of  the  Canadian  Pacific's  5900 
locomotive  He  sent  to  the  C.P  R head 
office  for  the  origtnal  factory  plans,  gol 
them  promptly,  then  spread  the  massive 
sheets  on  the  floor  and  built  a scale  model 
from  them.  He  uses  a rlgged-up  sewing 
machine  as  aflathe  Most  don't  go  to  such 
lengths,  although  one  member  of  the  Vic- 
toria club,  needing  a factory  for  his  layout, 
got  the  building  plans  of  a city  match  fac- 
tory to  build  a model.  It  Is  complete  to 
the  last  detail  and  has  18  lights. 

PATIENCE  AND  PRECISION 

The  same  meticulous  care  goes  Into  the 
layout.  They  buy  the  tracks  In  single 


lengths  the  ties  separately,  and  build  the 
track;  switches,  wire,  lights,  stations,  tun- 
nels are  either  bought  or  made  and  molded 
into  a layout  that,  when  photographed.  Is 
hard  to  tell  from  the  picture  of  on  actual 
railroad. 

One  Victoria  club  member  explained  the 
qualifications  this  way;  “If  you  can  make 
a model  plane,  you  can  assemble  a model 
railroad  set.  But  to  build  the  layout,  you 
have  to  be  a semi-mechanic,  part  drafts- 
man. scene  painter,  carpenter,  lathe  oper- 
ator, electrician,  and  . . ."  Those  words 
are  true  One  city  layout,  all  hand  made, 
has  800  model  trees,  a tunnel  and  station, 
switching  yards,  half  a mile  of  wlrlnR.  an 
electric  operation  board.  It  Alls  one  corner 
of  a basement. 

Expense?  It  Isn't  cheap,  but  somehow 
the  scale  modelers  manage  to  save  money 
for  their  hobby  by  getting  so  much  fun  out 
of  It  they  haven't  much  time  for  other  en- 
tertainment, expense 

NOT  TOO  COSTLY 

A small  oval  track  for  the  living-room 
floor  will  cost  about  385-  at  least  It  will 


give  you  a power  pack  to  convert  the  alter- 
nating current  In  house  wiring  to  direct 
current  for  the  small  motors  and  switches; 
a little  Joe " switching  engine,  the  small- 
est on  the  market;  two  freight  cars  and  a 
caboitoe,  a switch  and  a rheostat  to  control 
speed  and  50  feet  of  track.  This  is  for 
HO-gauge,  a scale  of  three  and  a half  mil- 
limeters per  foot,  the  second  smallest 
gauge  and  now  the  most  popular. 

But  Just  go  ahead  and  buy  that  $85  out- 
fit. The  Victoria  club  will  be  glad  to  have 
another  member.  Present  members  of  the 
club  are  Joe  Brown.

Doctors  Train  Secretly 


for  A-Bomb  Attacks 


NEW  YORK  (NANAI.— In  the  coming 
months,  thousands  of  American 
doctors  from  almost  every  town  and 
city  will  go  back  to  school.  Their  short. 
Intensive  course  of  study  will  cover  all 
medical  aspects  of  atomic  warfare. 

The  first  trial  run  of  the  atomic-medi- 
cine course  has  already  been  given  secretly 
to  a specially  selected  group  of  doctors. 
Magazine  Digest  reports  In  Its  November 
Issue.  Soon.  It  says,  such  courses  will  be 
made  available  to  medical  men  In  vulner- 
able areas.  Within  three  years  the  know- 
how will  have  been  given  to  most  of  the 
nation's  physicians. 

Three  years  Is  the  time  limit  because, 
according  to  army-navy  estimates,  it  will 
be  1951  before  any  potential  enemy  can 
produce  atomic  bombs  In  quantity. 

Atomic  bombs  may  never  fall  on  the 
United  8tates.  but  If  they  should.  It  Is  Atl- 
mated  that  properly  .trained  medical  per- 
sonnel can  reduce  deaths. 

Here,  with  considerable  modifications,  is 
what  army  doctors  are  learning.  The 
course  of  study  has  been  summarized  in  a 
series  of  lessons  entitled  "What  Every 
Medical  Officer  8hould  Know  About  the 
Atomic  Bomfe."  which  appears  In  the  bul- 
letin of  the  United  8tates'army  medical 
department. 

MISSILE  OF  DEATH 
II  an  atomic  bomb  should  be  dropped 
over  an  average  American  city  without 
warning,  some  60.000  people  would  be 
killed  Instantly  or  would  be  so  badly  In- 
jured as  to  die  shortly  afterward.  (The 
bombs  used  against  Japan  caused  almost 

80.000  deaths  at  Hiroshima;  about  40.000 
at  Nagasaki.  In  contrast,  the  average 
blockbuster  used  against  Germany  killed 
30  people.) 

Half  an  hour's  warning  could  eu*  this 
figure  In  half.  You  may  never  need  to  use 
this  knowledge,  but  If  you  should  be  In  a 
city  under  a threatened  atom*  bomb  at- 
tack. take  the  following  steps; 

First,  get  under  cover,  preferably  an  un- 
derground air  raid  shelter;  If  It  Is  deep 
enough  and  has  a aelf-contalned  alr-con- 
dltlonlng  system,  you  will  probably  survive 
even  If  a bomb  bursts  directly  overhead. 

If  you  cant  get  Into  such  a shelter,  find 
the  nest  best  thing.  A basement  Is  good, 
provided  the  building  is  of  reinforced  con- 
crete or  some  other  strong  material,  so 
that  It  won't  fall  in  on  top  pf  you 
If  you  have  only  a few  seconds'  warning, 
get  behind  a wall  of  cement  or  earth  or.  If 
you're  not  sure  on  which  side  of  you  the 
bomb  Is  going  to  burst  (and  how  would 
you  know  unless  you  had  looked  up  and 
saw  It  hanging  from  its  parachute?),  then 
get  lnsldfc^-anywbere. 

Stay  away  from  windows  Many  In- 
stantly killed  at  Hiroshima  were  cut  to 
piece*  by  flying  glass. 

DO  NT*  FOR  SAFETY 
As  an  added  precaution,  always  wear 
several  layers  of  light-colored  clothing. 
The  Intense  flesh  of  an  atomic  explosion 
Is  concentrated  on  anything  black,  but  re- 
flected by  a white  surface.  A Japanese 
woman.  In  a polka-dot  kimono,  had  the 
black  dots  burned  oat  completely,  while 


the  rest  of  the  gown  was  untouched.  A 
man  In  a striped  shirt  was  marked  by  the 
flash  as  If  he  had  been  whipped. 

Next,  once  the  bomb  has  exploded,  get 
out  of  the  area.  fast.  Many  who  had  sur- 
vived the  Hiroshima  and  Nagasaki  bombs 
were  trapped  and  burned  alive  In  .the' 
cities. 

Don't  drink  any  water  or  eat  any  food, 
they  may  be  radioactive  and  deadly.  Take 
nothing  with  you  but  what  you  have  on. 

Once  out  of  the  bombed  zone,  go  to  a 
medical  centre,  wash  your  hands  and  face 
five  times  with  soap  and  water,  and  take 
off  all  your  clothing  (It  Is  probably  also 
contaminated  by  radiation).  Then  charge 
to  clean  clothing  (clean.  In  the  sense  that 
It  has  not  been  In  the  bomb  zone*. 

Supervising  the  care  of  such  refugees 
will  be  one  of  the  doctors'  tasks.  As  soon 
as  a bomb  has  burst,  and  the  radioactive 
mushroom  cloud  has  passed,  the  medical 
corps  will  prepare  to  enter  the  bombed  city 
to  care  for  the  casualties.  The  doctors  will 
take  off  their  regular  clothing  and  change 
to  overalls  (which  will  be  removed  and  de- 
stroyed on  their  return). 

WARNING  DEVICE 

Each  doctor  enters  the  bombed  area 
carrying  an  Instrument  which  warns  him 
of  the  degree  of  contamination.  One  such 
Instrument  is  the  penllke  dosimeter.  An- 
other Is  the  Lauritsen  electroscope,  which 
is  the  same  thing  in  larger  size.  Still  more 


ITHACA.  NY.  (UP).— A new  $2,000,000 
Nuclear  Studies  Laboratory,  with  a 
300-mllllon-eleclron-volt  synchrotron 
and  manned  by  a 59-member  staff,  has 
been  dedicated  at  Cornell  University 
Erected  on  a site  overlooking  Beebe  Lake 
on  the  campus,  the  laboratory  centre  will 
provide  Cornell's  physicists  with  new  tools 
for  their  investigation  of  the  atom,  offi- 
cials said. 

With  the  huge  synchroton.  the  physicists 
hope  to  produce  the  mysterious  particles 
called  mesons  which  are  believed  to  hold 
the  atom  together  They  also  plan  to  con- 
centrate on  experiments  to  learn  whether 
familiar  electrical  laws  stand  up  under  the 
high  energies  that  a synchroton  produces. 

In  addition,  cosmic  ray  experiments  will 
be  undertaken  In  a long,  roof -deck  labora- 
tory 

Directing  the  laboratory  Is  Dr.  Robert  R 
Wilson,  former  head  of  experimental 
physics  at  the  Manhattan  district's  Los 
Alamos  is  bora  to  ry  and  before  that  head  of 
experimental  work  of  the  Princeton 
branch  of  the  atomic  energy  project 

STAFF  GREW 

The  staff,  which  has  grown  from  a 
handful  of  nuclear  physicists  attracted  to 
Cornell  In  the  1930  s,  also  Includes  several 
other  scientists  who  won  recognition  for 
their  wartime  atomic  work  Some  of  them 
were  among  the  first  of  Cornell's  nuclear 
physicists  and  have  returned  to  the  cam- 
pas  to  resume  fundamental  research. 


sensitive  but  bulkier  is  the  Gelger-Muller 
counter. 

Once  firefighters  have  brought  the 
threat  of  fire  under  control,  doctors  will 
be  expected  to  enter  even  the  most  heavily 
contaminated  areas  Experience  has  shown 
that  visitors  to  such  areas  will  be  safe, 
provided  they  use  proper  precautions  and 
don't  stay  too  long. 

As  In  all  forms  of  warfare,  however,  the 
first  rule  is  to  give  the  patient  first  aid, 
and  then  to  begin  the  systematic  evacua- 
tion of  the  casualties  to  a safe  zone 

Here,  in  the  casualty  clearing  stations 
and  base  hospitals  probably  set  up  In  the 
suburbs,  the  doctor's  main  work  begins. 
He  has  essentially  two  groups  of  patient* 
to  deal  with: 

<1>  Those  suffering  only  from  effects  of 
the  blast  and  heat— fracture*,  cuts,  bums 

The  treatment  given  such  patients  Is 
conventional. 

(2 1 Those  suffering  from  "radiation 
sickness  A patient  may  have  been  hud- 
dled In  his  house  at  the  time  of  the  blast 
and  will  be  apparently  free  of  Injury.  But 
If  the  walls  were  thin,  and  he  was  near 
enough  to  the  bomb  (less  than  a mile),  he 
has  probably  been  shot  through  with 
gamma  rays  and  neutrons. 

These  rays.  If  they  reach  the  body  in 
sufficient  quantity,  create  radioactive  Iso- 
topes Inside  the  bodily  organ*,  especially 
In  the  bone  marrow  It  is  as  if  a great 
amount  of  radium  were  planted  Inside  the 


One  is  Dr  M Stanley  Livingston,  who 
built  a small  cyclotron  which  was  destined 
in  the  words  of  Dr  Hans  A.  Belhe  to  pro- 
duce "more  research  per  ton  of  iron  than 
any  other  electron."  Livingston's  machine 
is  still  In  use. 

Bethe,  who  headed  a division  at  Los 
Alamos  during  the  war.  won  world  fame  In 
1938  by  propounding  the  generally  ac- 
cepted theory  of  six  nuclear  reactions  to 
explain  the  heat  of  the  sun. 

Another  1*  Dr  Lloyd  P Smith,  who.  with 
several  other  scientists,  constructed  a 
magnetron  which  successfully  separated 
the  Isotopes  of  lithium  and  other  light  ele- 
ments 

Dr  Robert  F Bacher.  who  was  first 
named  to  direct  the  nuclear  laboratory, 
has  since  been  called  by  President  Truman 
to  become  technical  member  of  the  Atomic 
Energy  Commission  He  and  hi*  prewar 
associates  at  Cornell  elucidated  the  first 
neutron  spectral  line. 

■5- TON  SYNCHROTON 

The  Nuclear  Laboratory  building  meas- 
ures 160  feet  long  and  48  feet  wide,  with  a 
useful  floor  space  of  30.000  square  feet. 
Attached  by  personnel  and  service  tunnels 
is  the  special  synchroton  building.  70  feet 
long.  68  feet  wide  and  14  feet  high.

body;  It  continues  to  give  off  deadly  rays 
until  death  occurs. 

PROBING  IN  DARK 

Once  a patient  has  becotne  Internally 
radioactive,  nothing  can  be  done  about  It. 
He  will,  of  course,  be  treated  for  such 
other  Injuries  as  he  may  have;  he  will  be 
given  the  best  of  hospital  treatment,  and 
doctors  will  study  his  symptoms  and  be- 
havior to  Increase  sciences  knowledge. 
But.  at  the  moment,  no  method  known  to 
modern  man  will  remove  the  radioactive 
properties  from  any  substance. 

It  is  not  easy  to  tell  If  a patient  does 
suffer  from  internal  radiation.  (A  person 
who  has  escaped  the  direct  effect*  of  the 
bomb  may  be  a victim  of  Internal  radiation 
by  breathing  radioactive  gas  or  eating 
radioactive  food  * The  best  way  Is  to  make 
dally  checks  on  the  blood  count.  If  It 
show*  a steady  drop  both  In  white  and  red 
blood  cells,  the  patient  Is  probably  Inter- 
nally radioactive. 

He  may  seem  to  get  better  for  a few 
days.  Then  his  hair  begins  to  drop  out  a* 
if  it  were  pulled  out  In  handfuls,  and  hit 
descent  I*  rapid.  If  he  has  been  near  the 
bomb  blast,  with  scant  protection,  death 
may  come  In  two  weeks  If  he  was  farther 
away,  he  may  last  for  three  month*.  But 
If  the  radiation  Inside  his  body  Is  suffici- 
ent. there  Is  no  hope 

There  Is  only  one  preventive  of  atomic 
casualties,  and  that  I*  to  not  have  a war. 


Mesons 

laced  with  buff  brick  and  are  air-condi- 
tioned to  assure  successful  continuous  op- 
eration of  high-voltage  equipment  during 
periods  of  high  humidity.

In  the  rooftop  cosmic  ray  laboratory  will 
be  housed  equipment  for  recording  experi- 
ments Roof  space  also  wlU  be  devoted  to 
setting  up  Oelger  - Muller  counters  to 
measure  extensive  cosmic  ray  showers. 

Other  special  features  of  the  main 
structure  Include  a loading  platform  and 
hoist,  an  elevator  capable  of  lifting  4j008 
pounds,  and  special  aluminum  sunshades 
on  the  south  side  of  the  building  to  keep 
out  direct  sun  rays  In  Bummer  and  admit 
them  In  Winter.  s

Tattoo  Champions  and  Mutts 
To  Guard  Them  Against  Loss 


LOS  ANGELES  (NANA).  — At  least 

500,000  heartaches  a year  will  be 
saved  dog  lovers,  come  October  11, 
when  "Identacodlng,"  tattooing  a dog's  H- 
eence  number  permanently  on  It*  leg.  Is 
to  receive  national  consideration  from 
something  like  600  different  humane  asso- 
ciation*. whose  representatives  are  to  meet 
at  that  time  In  New  Orleans. 

The  dog  tattooing  idea  first. wo*  Intro- 
duced In  the  K-9  Corps,  for  positive  Iden- 
tification of  the  canine  rookies.  It  was 
first  used  an  a civilian  basis  by  H.  Oraham 
Conor.  Internationally  known  horseman 
and  dog  authority.  In  1946.  In  a private  dog 
club  he  organized  In  Los  Angeles. 

The  Idea  received  additional  Impetus 
last  year,  when  the  National  Dog  Record 
Bureau,  a non-profit  corporation,  was 
started,  with  Conar  as  president,  and 
James  Schermerhom,  Jr,  former  Detroit 
newspaperman,  as  vice-president. 

WAY  TO  THfc  POUND 
Since  Its  inception,  the  idea  has  received 
wide  acclaim  and  acceptance  from  law  en- 
forcement agencies  and  anti-cruelty  socie- 
ties all  over  the  nation.  Conar  claims.  Ac- 
cording to  Alexander  Tilley,  general  man- 
ager of  the  Loe  Angeles  8.PCA.  and 
Southern  California  Humane  Society. 
Identacodlng  will  have  wider  applications 
than  tattooing  of  pedlgy*d  and  valuable 
pete.  Many  a mutt  Is  so  highly  prised  by 
a family,  they  would  not  consent  to  sell  it 
Dor  all  the  tea  In  China;  yet  a week  Is  the 
longest  such  a mutt  will  live  In  a pound 
After  that.

ELUSIVE  LICENCE  TAG 

Another  argument  In  favor  of  dog  tat- 
tooing. Tilley  says,  are  dog  owners  them- 
selves "In  the  71  years  of  our  8 P.C.A 
work."  he  says,  "most  of  them  simply 
would  not  be  educated  to  keeping  the  dog's 
licence  tag  on  him  all  the  time.  And  usu- 
ally It  Is  the  time  when  the  licence  tag  Is 
off  that  the  pet  gets  lost  " 

During  the  war.  when  the  tags  were 
made  of  soybean  plastic,  the  dogs  used  to 
eat  their  tags  like  biscuits,  and  when 
caught  without  identification  were  Just  so 
much  closer  to  the  gas  chamber. 

To  prevent  dog  records  from  being  de- 
stroyed in  a fire  or  any  other  catastrophe, 
the  master  microfilmed  flies  are  kept  In  a 
bank  vault  In  Los  Angeles  and  New  York.

White  Woman  Rules  a Dying  Race

AT  the  age  of  86  one  of  the  world'* 
moat  remarkable  women  la  Just 
climaxing  an  amazing  career  by 
compiling  a collection  of  aborigine  stories 
which  scientists  are  eagerly  awaiting.  For 
nearly  50  years  Mrs  Daisy  Bates  has  been 
living  In  a small  tent  In  the  Australian 
deserts  as  white  queen  of  the  most  primi- 
tive people  on  earth,  staging  an  astonish- 
ing adventure  In  living. 

As  a young  woman,  on  a sightseeing 
trip  Into  the  Interior,  she  came  across  a 
few  wandering  aboriginal  trlbesmrn. 
"They're  dying  out."  her  guide  explained 
"They're  still  only  in  the  8tone  Age  of  de- 
velopment Nothing  can  -save  them 
against  the  encroachment  of  civilization  " 
SORDID  POPULATION 
Pity  filled  the  heart  of  Daisy  Bates. 
Here  was  a people  too  low  for  progress 
lo  aid  Unlike  the  fine  and  Intelligent 
Maoris  of  New  Zealand,  they  had  no 
ehancc  of  flourishing.  They  could  not 
live  in  white  men's  towns.  Fewer  than 
•5  000  remained.  Diseased  and  Insane  some 
were  so  backward  that  they  ate  their 
own  children. 


Then  and  there  Mrs  Bates  determined 
lo  devote  the  rest  of  her  days  to  smoothing 
and  comforting  their  passing.  Today,  a 
frail  old  lady,  she  Is  still  living  in  the 
native  camp  at  Ooldea,  on  a remote  sector 
of  the  Transcontinental  Line 

Naked  and  painted  savages  sometimes 
descend  on  her  tent,  hungry  for  man -meat 
She  gives  them  magical  tinned  food  from 
her  small  resources  and  they  go  away 
satisfied.  8creamlng  and  shouting,  they 
come  to  her  to  settle  age-old  feuds  that 
only  blood  can  assauge.  Mrs  Bates  calmly 
seizes  their  spears  and  tells  them  to  go 
back  to  the  bush  and  fight  It  out  with 
their  fists.  This  may  be  strange  law,  but 
It  Is  Justice  an  aborigine  can  understand 
and  It  settles  a dispute  without  losing  a 
life. 

When  she  began  her  strange  career, 
farmers  whose  homes  had  been  burned  by 
the  bushmen  warned  her  that  she  was 
taking  her  Ilf#  In  her  hands  Instead,  she 
celebrated  her  85th  birthday  by  donning 
evening  dress  as  a treat  for  her  aboriginal 
schoolchildren.  By  sheer  force  of  person- 
ality she  has  gained  acceptance  as  the

If  you  have  nothing  else  to  hand,  a five- 
foot  piece  of  fence  post  set  In  the  ground 
with  a couple  of  short  lengths  of  shlplap 
across  the  top  will  serve  admirably.  But 
be  sure  to  nail  a narrow  strip  around  the 
edges  of  your  "table"  because,  if  you  don't, 
the  little  fellows  will  knock  a lot  of  the 
arumbs  and  tlt-blts  to  the  ground  and  will

SECRET  RITl'ALS 

No  woman  had  ever  actually  witnessed 
the  hideous  aboriginal  rites  of  the  Initi- 
ation of  manhood  Three  native  women 
who  accidentally  learned  the  secrets  were 
dead  within  a week.  Mrs.  Bates  not  only 
attended  the  ceremonies  unharmed,  but 
watched  them  unflinchingly,  knowing  that 
a record  of  the  rituals — ceremonies  handed 
down  from  the  very  dawn  of  tlme-would 
be  of  great  value  to  scientists 

Had  she  shown  a qualm  the  aborigines 
would  have  killed  her.  She  had  gained 
safety  by  announcing  herself  as  one  of  the 
twenty-two  daughters  of  the  great  Father 
of  their  race;  a tremor  would  have  called 
the  bluff.

The  aborigines  were  menacing  and  it  was 
difficult  to  make  them  understand  who 
the  visitors  were  Then  Daisy  Bates  intro- 
duced them  as  her  sons,  and  the  ‘Stone 
Age  men  instantly  welcomed  them  as 
grandsons  of  the  great  Father  of  their 
race. 

ABORIGINAL  LAW 

When  six  of  the  natives  were  arrested 
for  murdering  the  members  of  another 
tribe.  Mrs.  Bates  saved  them  from  the 
scaffold  by  proving  to  the  authorities  that 
the  kllllnga,  according  to  aboriginal  law. 
were  Justifiable.  And  aborigines,  like  ele- 
phants. never  forget. 

A night  of  terror  came  when  Daisy  Bates 
was  awakened  by  boomerangs  outside  her 
tent,  and  found  that  fifty  armed  men 
wildly  striped  with  red  ochre,  had  come  for 
her.

Which  makes  the  release  of  his 
interpretation  of  Balnt-8aens'  infinitely 
suave  second  concerto  something  of  an 
event.

WHAT  Is  the  most  Important  goal 
that  parents  should  strive  to  reach 
In  raising  their  healthy,  normal 
children?  According  to  the  experts,  the 
answer  is  in  teaching  youngsters  how  to 
discipline  themselves 

A completely  selfish  parent  coddle*  a 
child  and  orders  his  every  move  so  that  he 
is  unable  to  make  decisions  for  himself 
and  Is  afraid  without  holding  the  hand  of 
an  all  powerful  father  or  mother.  Moth- 
ers. more  than  fathers,  fall  Into  this  cate- 
gory, Many  such  women  fool  themselves 
and  others  Into  thinking  that  they  are 
angelic,  unselfish  and  devoted  mothers 
when  In  reality  they  are  trying  to  strangle 
their  children's  chance  to  become  re- 
sourceful, courageous  and  successful 
adults  for  their  own  egoistic  pleasure 

Instead  of  thinking  for  our  children  and 
telling  them  exactly  what  to  do  we  should 
give  them  opportunity  to  work  problems 
out  for  themselves.  Until  children  are 
quite  mature,  young  people  need  much  ad- 
vice from  their  wise  parents.  From  the 
earliest  beginning  a mother  needs  to  guide 
her  youngsters  from  wrong  and  disaster,

Q- — Would  you  explain  what  k meant  by 
a limited-dividend  company  under  the 
National  Houalng  Act? 

A.— Aji  the  name  Implies,  the  company '« 
dividends  or  profits  are  limited.  In  this 
case  they  are  limited  to  5 per  cent  of  the 
company’s  Investment.  To  be  eligible  for 
loans  under  the  National  Housing  Act,  a 
limited-dividend  company  must  be  able  to 
provide  rental  housing  accommodation  for 
families  of  low  Income  and  to  agree  to  op- 
erate on  the  basis  of  rents  approved  by 
Central  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corpora- 
tion. The  corporation  must  also  be  satis- 
fied that  there  Is  a need  for  the  project 
and  that  the  company  Is  capable  of  or- 
ganising and  maintaining  It.  Under  an 
amendment  to  the  National  Housing  Act 
this  year,  a limited-dividend  company  and 
Its  shareholders  may  sell  or  dispose  of  the 
property  after  the  mortgage  Is  paid  off. 
and  retain  full  residual  value.  However, 
the  property  may  not  be  sold  or  disposed 
of  during  the  period  of  the  loan.  Previ- 
ously the  act  required  that  proceeds  re- 
sulting from  the  sale  or  disposal  of  the 
property,  which  were  in  excess  of  a return 
of  the  company's  investment  plus  the  lim- 
ited dividends  of  5%.  could  not  be  retained 
by  the  company.  Under  a further  amend- 
ment. surplus  earnings  set  salde  for  main- 
tenance and  other  contingencies  and  un- 
uxpended  at  the  end  of  the  term  of  the 
loan,  may  not  be  retained  by  the  company 
and  Its  shareholders,  but  must  be  disposed 
of  as  provided  In  the  contract  or  as  the 
corporation  may  direct.  National  Housing 
Act  loans  to  a limited-dividend  company 
may  be  for  90  per  cent  of  the  lending  value 
The  period  for  repayment  may  be  up  to  50 
year*  and  the  Interest  rate  Is  3 per  cent. 

Q. — How  many  emergency  shelter  units 
are  there  in  Canada  today? 

A — Some  10.000.  Including  those  pro- 
vided by  provincial  and  municipal  authori- 
ties without  Dominion  Government  finan- 
cial assistance,  are  completed  or  are  near- 
ing completion.  Commitments  made  by 
the  Government  on  emergency  shelter  ac- 
count total  about  $4,500, 0Q0,  of  which  more 
than  $1,000,000  has  gone  to  help  Canadian 
universities  make  available  living  units  for 
married  veteran  students.  The  value  of 
surplus  buildings  leased  to  municipalities 
for  conversion  Into  family  dwelling  units 
amounts  to  more  than  $9,500,000. 

Q.  — Are  loans  made  Jointly  with  ap- 
proved lending  Institutions  the  only  type 
of  loans  that  Central  Mortgage  and  Hous- 
ing Corporation  Is  authorised  to  make  to 
Individuals? 

A.— No.  To  ensure  that  lending  facili- 
ties of  the  National  Housing  Act  are  avail- 
able throughout  Canada  to  the  fullest  ex- 
tent. the  corporation  Is  also  authorized  to 
make  direct  loans  If,  In  Its  opinion.  Joint 
loans  are  not  available.  Terms  and  con- 
dition of  direct  loans  are  similar  to  those 
of  loans  made  on  a Joint  basis. 

Q.  — What  regulations  govern  excava- 
tions for  houses  to  be  financed  under  the 
National  Housing  Act? 

. A.— According  to  the  building  standards 
prescribed  by  Central  Mortgage  and  Hous- 
ing Corporation,  excavation  for  all  foun- 
dations must  extend  to  solid  ground  and 
to  a point  sufficiently  below  the  finished 
grade  to  avoid  damage  by  frost,  except  in 
solid  rock  excavation  Further,  no  foun- 
dation or  footing  may  be  placed  on  filled 
ground  unless  the  foundation  or  footing  Is 
specially  designed  and  approved. 

Q. — As  a veleran,  can  I use  my  re-estab- 
lishment credit  to  help  me  finance  con- 
struction of  f new  house  under  the  Na- 
tional Housing  Act? 

A — Yes  But,  if  you  are  entitled  to  re- 
establishment credit  and  wish  to  use  It  to 
help  pay  for  your  house,  see  or  write  to  the 
nearest  supervisor  or  re-establlshment 
credit  before  making  any  commitments 
Under  existing  regulations,  the  amount  of 
the  credit  to  be  granted  may  be  up  to  a 
maximum  of  two-thirds  of  the  difference 
between  the  cost  of  the  house  and  the 
amount  of  the  National  Housing  Act  loan 


Air  for  Energy 

Just  as  air  is  nacessary  for  combustion 
in  a fireplace,  it  Is  essential,  too.  for  burn- 
ing our  body’s  fuel— that  Is.  our  food.  Fuel 
or  food  alone  are  useless.  They  must  be 
transformed  Into  energy.  That's  why  the 
human  body  requires  lots  of  fresh  air.  If 
we  put  a damper  on  our  Intake  of  als,  the 
same  thing  will  happen  as  occurs  In  a 
furnace  — the  process  of  combustion  will 
be  slowed  down,  and  will  stop  entirely  If 
air  Is  denied  It  too  long. 


Uncontrolled  Pests  Take  Toll 
Of  Millions  From  Farmer 

CANADIAN  farmers  spent  approxi-  on  milk  production  Is  estlmai 

mately  $10,000,000  on  pest  control  $10,000,000;  beef,  $20,000,000,  contn 
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CANADIAN  farmers  spent  approxi- 
mately $10,000,000  on  peat  control 
products  In  1947.  ‘This  figure,  ob- 
tained from  the  first  ’Special  Survey  on 
Sales  of  Pest  Control  Products  by  Cana- 
dian Registrants. ’’  issued  by  the  Dominion 
Bureau  of  Statistics.  Is  about  one-half  of 
1 per  cent  of  the  gross  farm  Income  of 
about  $2,000,000,000  for  the  same  period. 

It  appears  that  Canadian  farmers  spent 
relatively  little  In  the  control  of  pests 
which  yearly  consume  and  destroy  an 
amount  estimated  at  about  17  per  cent  of 
the  national  farm  Income  — $350,000,000 
worth  of  food  and  other  farm  produce. 
With  modem  pest  control  It  Is  estimated 
that  80  per  cent  of  this  loas  could  be 
averted  with  a subsequent  Increase  In  out- 
put and  efficiency  of  production. 

FINANCIAL  GAINS 

Technical  workers  In  Canada  have  al- 
ways been  Interested  in  finding  the  extent 
and  nature  of  the  losses  caused  by  the  ac- 
tion of  pests.  A recent  estimate,  made  on 
quite  a conservative  basis,  Includes  the 
following  among  the  financial  gains  which 
would  accrue  to  Canadian  agriculture  by 
thorough  and  economic  pest  control.  The 


Science  Improves 
Tomato  Juice 

Not  too  thin,  not  too  sour,  not  too  pale 
tomato  Juice  should  be  none  of  these  To 
improve  it,  to  enable  canners  to  put  up 
Juice  that  has  enough  body,  the  right  fla- 
vor and  the  bright,  red  hue  of  ripe  to- 
matoes, Government  scientists  are  testing 
new  varieties  of  this  popular  fruit. 

Of  all  the  tomatoes  grown  by  the  Horti- 
cultural Division  o!  the  Central  Experi- 
mental Farm  in  Ottawa,  50  varieties  have 
this  year  been  tested  especl&ly  for  their 
use  by  commercial  canning  companies. 
Three  pickings  have  been  made  at  differ- 
ent stages  of  maturity  and  the  harvest  ex- 
amined for  yield  and  type.  But  this  is 
only  the  start  of  the  tests.  From  each 
picking  of  each  of  these  50  varieties.  Do- 
minion Department  of  Agriculture  techni- 
cians press  out  the  Juice.  Then,  they  go 
to  work  on  It. 

They  give  It  a specific  gravity  test,  to 
see  how  thick  It  la.  They  measure  its  acid- 
ity. They  test  K for  shade  and  density 
of  color.  They  examine  It  for  presence  of 
mould.  They  find  out  how  much  Vitamin 
C it  contains. 

New  Insecticide 
For  Cucumber 

Since  DDT  may  injure  vines  of  cucurbits 
such  as  cucumbers,  squash  and  melons  it 
cannot  be  used  to  control  insects  attacking 
these  crops.  Research  workers,  however,/ 
have  developed  a new  insecticide  closely 
related  to  DDT  which  will  not  Injure  the 
vines  but  will  kill  cucumber  beetles,  squash 
vine  borer  and  the  squash  bug.  The  new 
chemical  is  called  methoxychlor. 

Experiments  conducted  by  the  agricul- 
tural chemicals  division  of  Canadian  In- 
dustries, Limited,  In  1948  show  methoxyl- 
ehlor  to  have  a high  degree  of  effective- 
ness under  Canadian  conditions.

a total  of  $307,000,000. 

Increase  In  producUon  of  animal  prod- 
ucts has  been  demonstrated  by  the  use  of 
DDT  residual  sprays  In  and  about  barns; 
and  rotenone,  thiocyanates  and  DDT  ap- 
plied to  the  animals  during  the  8ummer 
season  to  control  files. 

Control  of  certain  weeds  in  grain  and 
other  crops  by  Uie  of  2,  4-D,  oils  and 
other  materials  would  result  In  Increased 
production  as  well  as  a reduction  of  labor 
and  expense  on  this,  one  of  agriculture's 
biggest  headaches.  Seed  disinfecting  would 
also  show  an  economic  return  in  Increased 
stands  with  lower  rates  of  seeding. 

DAMAGE  BY  RATS 

The  damage  done  by  rats  could  be 
greatly  reduced  by  rat  proofing  of  build- 
ings, elimination  of  harborage  and  waste 
food,  as  well  as  poisoning  and  general 
clean-up  campaigns. 

All  these  and  other  control  methods 
have  been  employed,  and  It  Is  estimated 
that  their  widest  economical  use  would  re- 
sult in  Immense  savings. 

The  Pesticides  Inspection  Services  of  the 
Dominion  Department  of  Agriculture  are 
working  constantly  with  other  Govern- 
ment Services  and  Industry,  to  see  that  ef- 
fective pest  control  products  are  available. 
Tht  quantities  of  the  most  efficient  pes tl- 
ciles  known  continue  to  Increase,  while 
those  of  doubtful  and  superseded  value  are 
fast  disappearing  from -trade  channels  as 
a result  of  this  co-operation  and  effort 
Buyers  now.  more  than  ever  before,  can  be 
assured  that  the  pesticides  they  buy  will 
do  the  Job  claimed  for  them  on  the  label, 
when  used  as  directed  In  their  campaign 
against  the  pest  foe. 


Killer  of  Weeds 
Affects  Wheat 

The  protein  content  of  wheat  Is  drasti- 
cally affected  by  application  of  the  hor- 
mone weed  killer,  2.  4-D.  on  wheat  crops, 
according  to  reports  reaching  the  agricul- 
tural chemicals  division  of  C-I-L. 

The  reports  state  the  increasing  the  rate 
of  application  of  2,  4-D  has  produced  a 
correspondingly  higher  percentage  of  pro- 
tein In  the  grain  kernels.  Scientists  fore- 
see advantageous  use  of  this  discovery  as 
K may  be  possible  to  increase  food  value 
of  crops  generally  with  plant  growth 
rcgulants 


How  to  Prune 
A Grapevine 

The  gardener  who  happens  to  have  a 
grapevine  or  two  or  three  on  his  home 
grounds  may  be  uninformed  regarding  the 
proper  way  to  prune  them. 

Pruning  is  especially  Important  to  the 
production  of  a crop  of  grapes.  The  fruit 
is  borne  on  new  wood  and  Its  growth  must 
be  encouraged  by  proper  pruning.  Most 
of  last  year's  growth  therefore  should  be 
cut  away  during  the  Winter  months.  Prun- 
ing .should  be  done  during  the  dormant 
period,  never  In  the  8ummer  time,  to  avoid 
danger  of  having  the  vines  •'bleed." 

When  the  single-stem  four-cane  Knlflln 
method  of  pruning  Is  followed,  one  trunk 
Is  carried  to. the  lower  wire  the  second  or 
third  year  after  planting  and  tied.  The 
following  year  a cane  from  Just  below  the 
lower  wire  Is  extended  to  the  top  wire, 
completing  the  trunk.  In  addition,  one 
cane  to  the  right  and  another  to  the  left 
are  extended  along  and  tied  to  the  lower 
wire. 

If  the  stem  reaches  the  upper  wire  the 
third  year,  prune  out  many  of  the  develop- 
ing shoots  and  allow  only  the  strongest  to 
grow.  The  stem  should  be  tied  tightly  to 
the  top  wire  and  somewhat  loosely  to  the 
lower.  When  the  shoots  are  sufficiently 
hardened,  those  growing  close  to  the  wires 
should  be  loosely  tied. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fourth  year  the 
vine  should  consist  of  a stem  extending 
from  the  ground  to  a point  below  the  top 
wire.  From  this  all  but  two  canes  and 
two  spurs  of  two  buds  each  should  be  cut 
away  below  each  wire  level.  Four  to  six 
more  buds  are  left  on  the  upper  than  on 
the  lower  canes. 


Soapless  Soaps 
For  Egg  Wash 

Use  of  synthetic  detergents  tsoaplsa* 
soaps i and  hot  water  for  washing  dirty 
eggs,  is  a new  technique  adopted  by  poul- 
trymen  In  the  Eastern  United  States,  re- 
ports C-I-L  Agricultural  News. 

In  one  method  a clean  galvanized  ash 
barrel  Is  filled  with  a hot  (140-160  degrees 
F.)  detergent  solution  to  a level  sufficient 
to  cover  a wire  basketful  of  eggs.  Each 
basket  is  dipped,  then  set  islde  to  drain. 
From  20  to  30  baskets  may  be  dipped  with- 
out changing  the  solution.  Then.  In  rota- 
tion. all  baskets  are  dipped  a second  Ume 
then  rinsed  with  hot  water  from  a hose 
with  a spray  valve. 

When  proper  temperatures  were  used 
and  the  eggs  did  not  soak  overlong,  no  re- 
duction In  number  of  live  embryos  In 
washed  eggs  was  experienced,  the  report 
states.

Here  are  some  recommended  minimum* 
for  stsdxway  construction  as  required  for 
home  building  under  the  National  Housing 
Act.

Treads  shall  be  not  less  than  9 inches 
wide  measured  from  face  of  riser  to  face 
of  riser,  and  the  width  of  the  tread.

FEW  Winter  house  plants  can  compete 
with  the  calla  Illy  for  beauty  of  both 
flowers  and  foliage.  The  white-flow- 
ered calla  with  Its  graceful  green  leaves 
and  the  yellow  one  with  Its  white  spotted 
foliage  are  equally  easy  to  force  Into  flower 
indoors. 

When  planting  calla  bulbs  the  crown  or 
top  should  be  left  protruding  above  the 
surface  of  the  soil  Plant  only  one  bulb  In 
a six-inch  pot  or  three  in  a jilne-lnch  pot. 
The  bulbs  may  be  potted  up  any  time  from 
now  until  the  early  part  of  December 
Calla  bulbs  require  a rich  soil.  In  fact, 
It  Is  almost  Impossible  to  give  them  too 
rich  soil.  They  also  want  good  drainage 
and  lots  of  water.  While  growing  the  plant 
is  benefited  by  an  occasional  feeding  of 
weak  liquid  manure  water. 

A good  mixture  for  potting  callas  con-

You  can  expect  good  stalks 
of  rhubarb  In  four  to  six  weeks,  although 
the  leafbladet  are  not  apt  to  develop  to 
full  else. 

The  growing  clumps  should  be  kept  In 
the  dark  or  nearly  so.  If  possible  When 
that  le  done,  the  steins  are  of  a most  deli- 
cate end  attractive  pink  or  red. 

Rhubarb  roots  used  for  forcing  In  the

cellar  should  be  at  least  two  years  old. 
They  should  be  left  outdoors  until  they 
have  experienced  a light  freezing  After 
this  they  can  be  forced  In  any  room  or 
cellar  having  a temperature  of  50-60 
degrees. 

An  outdoor  planting  of  a dosen  clumps 
probably  could  spare  three  for  forcing  each 
year  and  still  provide  plenty  of  rhubarb 
for  the  average  family. 

As  with  rhubarb  grown  outdoor*  It  Is 
better  to  pull  the  stalks  off  when  harvest- 
ing, as  Illustrated.  Instead  of  cutting  them 


nure  and  earth.  To  this  a little  sand  should 
be  added  to  assure  drainage. 

The  bulbs  do  not  require  a resting  period 
In  the  dark  or  high  temperatures  to  force 
out  their  flowers.  The  pot*  can  be  placed 
Immediately  after  planting  In  a cool  place 
where  they  will  receive  no  direct  sunlight 
and  only  a little  light.  To  Induce  strong 
root  systems,  a temperature  of  about  80 
degrees  Is  best  at  the  start.  When  growth 
begin*,  they  can  be  moved  to  sunny 
windows. 

The  striking  yellow  calla  Illy  is  recom- 
mended if  color  Is  wanted  In  the  Winter 
house  garden.  It  does  not  bloom  as  pro- 
fusely as  the  white  one.  but  He  white- 
spotted  leave*  make  It  worth  growing  even 
If  no  more  than  one  or  two  flowers  should 
appear. 


Hints  for  the 
Amateur 

Plan  to  save  your  coal  ashes  this  Winter 
and  use  them  In  the  garden.  They  are 
valuable  for  loosening  and  Improving  the 
physical  condition  of  heavy  clay  soil 

Check  over  the  garden  stake*  and  bean 
poles  this  month.  Scrub  off  the  soil  and 
discard  any  weak  or  broken  ones.  Store 
there  under  cover  for  the  Winter. 

It  is  not  yet  too  late  to  add  an  extra  piece 
to  next  year’s  Freedom  gsrden  If  the  area 
is  under  sod.  turn  it  deeply  now  with 
plough  or  spade,  leaving  the  ground  In 
rough  clods  for  the  frost  to  act  upon 

Espalier,  or  trained  fruit  trees,  should 
have  any  water  iprouts  or  heavy  new  canes 
that  have  started  In  the  wrong  direction, 
pruned  out 

This  is  s good  Ume  to  store  boxes  of 
sand,  garden  loam  and  compost  for  use  In 
seed  flats  early  next  Spring 

Dried  beans  which  are  to  be  kept  over 
Winter  In  closed  containers,  such  as  fruit 
jars,  are  best  stored  where  It  Is  cool  and 
dark,  since  the  effect  of  exposure  to  light 
may  be  detrimental  to  them. 

When  planUng  bulbs  for  Indoor  bloom 
It  Is  advisable  to  use  only  one  variety  and 
one  color  in  each  bowl.  Tht  effect  Is  more 
beautiful  and  more  uniform.

The  clear  width  of  stairs  to 
attic  storage  space  and  basement  shall  be 
not  less  than  2 fset  6 Inches  . , 

Handrails  shall  be  provided  on  basement 
stairs  and  around  the  stairwells  of  attic 
spaces.

Oriental  Rug*  for  Informal  Room * 


T HARES  a strictly  minor  psycho- 
logical disturbance  popping  ap  here 
and  there  that  might  as  well  be  called 
ihe  Oriental  rug  Inferiority  complex.  You 
can  recognize  its  victims  because  they  go 
about  saying  things  like:  ‘Well.  I have 
those  old  Orientals  mother  left  me.  and  tt 
seems  a waste  to  throw  them  out  " I have 
a sneaking  suspicion  that  back  In  their 
subconsciouses  these  people  like  Oriental 
rug*.  But  they  Just  feel  they  shouldn’t. 

First  off.  Hi  be  frank  and  say  that  1 
think  Oriental  rugs  can  look  awful.  Yet 
I also  should  say  that  one  of  the  loveliest 
houses  I aver  aaw  was  filled  with  them. 

The  worst  break  Orientals  get  Is  that 
most  people  assume  they’re  meant  for  for- 
mal rooms  Actually.  Oriental  rugs — and 
here  I'm  speaking  of  old-styls  Oriental 
throws,  the  kind  that  flourished  during 
the  first  quarter  of  the  century— can  be 
very  gay  and  Informal  things.  Tbelr  colon 
are  fresh,  their  patterns  Imagine  tire,  their 
whole  aspect  warm  and  appealing  But 
they  are  pretty  much  a room  In  them- 
selves, and  this  Is  the  thing  to  remember 
if  you  use  them 

The  house  I have  In  salad  was  in  the 


Connecticut  River  Valley,  a small,  modern 
houae  without  a flourish  to  1U  name.  It 
■at  amid  the  rolling  lands  and  the  ever- 
green trees  as  If  It  had  always  been  there. 

The  windows  were  wide  and  low.  so  that 
the  outdoors  really  formed  part  of  the  In- 
door scheme.  Everything  In  the  room* 
was  simple.  In  front  of  the  living -room 
fireplace  were  a large  couch  and  some  easy 
chairs,  slipcovered— and  I’d  swear  V>  this 
—In  some  light  tan  fabric  that  looked 
more  than  allghUy  like  burlap  Tables  and 
chests  were  of  light  wood,  whether  early 
American  pine  or  modern  bleached  ma- 
hogany I couldn't  be  quite  sure,  so  MU# 
attention  did  they  call  to  themselves.  I 
don't  even  remember  what  the  walls  were 
like,  except  that  the  fireplace  wall  was 
fleldstone  and  the  others  were  covered 
with  pictures  my  Host  had  painted 

What  I do  remember  la  the  warmth  and 
glow  of  the  Oriental  rugs  In  the  firelight. 
Each  one  w*a  set  off  by  a generous  ex- 
panse of  polished  wood  floor.  They  were 
treated.  decoraUvely  speaking,  with  casual 
unconcern  They  were  allowed  Just  ifo  be 
themselves,  and  they  looked  fine. 


Winders  arc  undesirable  and  are  not 
recommended  on  any  stairway  because  of 
the  accident  hazard.

Stairway  definitions: 

Balusters  — Vertical  pc*U  running  be- 
tween end*  of  step*  and  rail. 

Bullnose  Step— (1)  Stop  with  one  or  both 
ends  rounded  In  a half  or  quarter  of  a 
circle  and  ending  at  the  newel  or  (2i  a 
step  with  semi-circular  end*  with  the 
newel  at  the  centre. 

Newels — Posts  at  the  turn  In  a stair 

Newel  Poets—  Posts  set  at  the  top  and 
bottom  of  a stair  and  supporting  the  stair 
rail. 

Nosing— Projection  of  tread  beyond  face 
of  rlaer. 

Rise— Vertical  distance  between  treads. 

Riser— Vertical  face  of  a step. 

Run— Horizontal  distance  between  riser 
is  equal  to  the  width  of  the  tread  not  In- 
cluding the  nosing. 

Stringer— Inclined  board  to  which  ends 
of  the  treads  and  risers  are  fastened. 

Winder— A tread  which  is  narrower  at 
one  end  than  the  other. 


Dish  for  the  Day 

By  THE  CHEF 

— . HADDOCKS 

Don’t  turn  up  your  nose  when  the  Ash 
man  says,  "Nice,  fresh  haddock  today, 
ma'am.”  You  may  not  think  much  of 
them,  but  I’ll  bet  the  man  of  the  house 
does  and  would  appreciate  them  done  in 
a really  epicurean  and  different  way. 

Get  two  small  haddocks,  akin  and  fillet 
them.  Fold  the  fillet*  in  half  and  put 
them  on  a well-buttered  shallow  baking 
dish  Pour  In  one- half  cup  of  red  win# 
and  one-quarter  cup  of  water.  Add  a bay 
leaf  and  a clove  of  garlic,  if  you  like.  Salt 
and  pepper  well,  then  cover  with  greased 
peper  and  let  poach  In  a moderate  oven 
for  about  20  to  25  minutes. 

Meantime,  make  a sauce  by  melting 
three  tablespoons  of  butter  In  a pan  and 
browmlng  In  It  two  onions,  sliced  thin.  Let 
get  soft,  but  not  brown,  and  then  add  a 
green  and  a red  pepper,  which  have  been 
blanched  for  three  minutes  and  then  cut 
In  shreds.  Stir  in  a tablespoon  of  flour  * 
and  season  with  salt  and  pepper  When 
smooth,  pour  In  about  three-quarter  eup 
of  th#  liquid  from  the  haddocks'  pan.  and 
when  slightly  thickened,  add  one-quarter 
cup  milk  Let  Just  boll  Then  add  two 
tablespoon*  rich  cream,  four  tomatoes, 
seeded  and  cut  In  shreds,  one  tablespoon 
of  grated  American  cheese  and  Just  a sus- 
picion of  prepared  hot  mustard.  To  serve, 
pour  the  sauce  over  the  haddocks  on  a hot 
platter. 

With  this  dish  I like  to  serve  tomatoes 
that  have  been  scooped  out  and  Ailed  with 
Du  cheese  potatoes  and  lightly  browned 
under  the  b roller.  When  arranged  around 
the  fish  on  the  platter  R le  colorful  and 
appetising  looking. 

To  make  the  Dueheesc  potatoes,  skin 
and  boll  potatoes  In  salted  water  until 
tender.  Drain  them  and  dry  them  well 
over  heat.  Then  rub  them  through  s fine 
sieve  and  beat  la  the  yolks  of  two  eggs, 
two  tablespoons  of  cream  or  rich  milk  and 
a small  lump  of  butter.  Beat  and  beat 
until  entirety  smooth  and  creamy.  If  you 
want  to  be  very  fancy,  after  filling  the 
tomatoes,  pipe  a little  of  the  potato 
through  a pastry  tube  Into  s design  on  the 
top,  be  for*  running  them  ander  the  broiler. 
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Heart  of  W oolen  Industry

Matthew  Murray,  a brilliant  engineer  of 
140  year*  ago  whoae  Invention*  ranged 
from  a method  of  spinning  flax,  which 
revolutionized  the  industry,  to  cylinder 
boring  machines,  and  Joseph  Aspdln,  a 
stone-mason,  who  invented  Portland 
Cement  in  1824.  Then  there  was  James 
Noble,  who  in  1846.  designed  a wool-comb- 
ing machine  that  made  many  fortunes; 
also  O.  Paton  who  Invented  lithographic 
color  printing  in  1870,  and  others  who 
designed  steam  ploughs,  electrical  coal- 
cutters, centrifugal  castings  and  other 
benefits  to  humanity. 

Incidentally  the  first  moving  pictures  in 
regular  sequence  were  taken  in  Leeds  In 
1888  by  A.  A.  le  Prince.  They  were  of 
trams  coming  over  Leeds  Bridge  and  were 
the  first  pictures  to  be  shown  on  a screen 
with  an  electric  arc  lamp. 

The  citizens  of  Leeds  are  proud  of  these 
records.  With  few  exceptions  the  in- 
ventors were  workers  like  themselves  who. 
by  application  and  aptitude,  proved  of 
great  service  to  their  fellows.  Such  quali- 
ties of  pertinacity  and  thoroughness  are 
still  characteristic  of  the  people  of  Leeds, 
whether  at  work  or  at  play. 

RAMBLING  CLUBS  / 

As  with  most  English  people  open-air 
games  play  a great  part  in  their  lives.  Be- 
side pigeon  and  dog-racing,  football  and 
cricket,  the  city's  week-end  rambling  clubs 
are  an  Institution.  Leeds  is  fortunate  in 
being  In  the  heart  of  a wonderful  rambling 
country.  It  is  surrounded  by  romantic  dales 
and  within  walking  or  cycling  distance  are 
the  heather-clad  moors,  the  pride  of  York- 
shire. Bands  of  ramblers,  of  both  sexes, 
set  out  with  knapsacks  every  Saturday 
afternoon. 

The  Leeds  people  are  bluff  and  forth- 
right in  their  attitude  to  life  which  gives 
the  Impression  that  they  are  hard  and  un- 
sympathetic. but  you  have  only  to  see  them 
at  a football  match  to  recognize  the  ener- 
getic passion  underlying  that  apparent 
reserve.  And  behind  their  brusqueness 
lie  the  fine  English  qualities  of  humor  and 
kindliness.  They  are  tolerant  but  im- 
patient of  inaction. 

These  characteristic*  are  typical  of  the 
City  Government.  Leeds  was  one  of  the 
first  cities  to  take  advantage  of  the  British 
Town  Planning  Act  of  1909  to  Improve 
the  homes  of  the  people.  The  city  fathers 
spent  millions  of  pounds  on  Improvement 
and  clearance  schemes.  In  the  heart  of 
the  city  they  boldly  pulled  down  a great 
deal  of  property  so  that  narrow  streets 
could  be  made  into  one  great  central 
artery,  nearly  1,000  yards  long  and  80  feet 
wide.  The  new  buildings  have  to  con- 
form to  a central  architectural  scheme

that  their  city  Is  well  equipped  Leeds,  as 
much  as  any  city  in  Britain,  is  a product 
of  its  citizens  They  are  proud  of  it  and 
definitely  look  forward  to  a prosperous 
future.

Possibly  it  is  their  passion  for  Improve- 
ment that  has  resulted  in  there  being  few 
historical  buildings  in  the  city.  Although 
there  are  over  200  churches  and  chapels 
only  a few  are  of  any  age.  The  oldest 
and  most  interesting  is  St.  John  s in  New 
Brlggate,  an  unique  Example  of  17th  cen- 
tury Gothic  with  fine  wood  carvings.  An 
interesting  modern  church  is  St.  Aldan's 
because  of  its  interior  decoration  by  Frank 
Brangwyn.  the  famous  British  artist.  This 
is  a wonderful  mosaic  of  scenes  In  the  life 
of  St.  Aldan,  a beautiful  panorama  cover- 
ing 1.000  square  feet  and  made  up  of  half 
a million  pieces,  each  no  bigger  than  a 
thumb-nail.  Not  even  the  smoke  of  Leeds 
has  been  able  to  dim  its  glowing  beauty. 

As  befits  a city  of  half  a million  people. 
Leeds  has  a very  popular  University  and 
with  a teaching  staff  of  some  hundreds  is 
a worthy  pinnacle  to  the  city’s  150  schools. 

The  ladder  from  the  elementary  schools 
to  the  University  Is  complete.  Many  of 
the  University’s  professors  have  gained 
international  reputations  for  their  re- 
search work  In  technical  fields,  especially 
in  mining  and  geology,  leather,  chemistry 
and  the  manufacture  of  gas  and  its  by- 
products.

The  other  industries  are  widely  diverse 
and  include  mining,  iron  and  steel  manu- 
facture. electrical  engineering,  furniture 
making,  printing  and  leather  production 
CENTRE  OF  RAILWAYS 

Much  of  the  city's  prosperity  may  be  due 
to  its  situation  in  the  centre  of  a national 
railway  system  and  close  to  many  ports, 
but  a great  deal  is  due  to  Its  citizens.  They 
have  possessed  the  ingenuity  and  fore- 
sight of  those  farmers  who  made  the  first 
cloth.  Throughout  the  centuries  they  have 
always  been  pioneers,  eager  to  progress. 

In  many  fields  of  science  and  industry 
the  world  owes  a great  debt  to  citizens  of 
Leeds,  including  Dr.  Joseph  Priestley, 
known  as  the  “Father  of  Modern 
Chemistry"  who  discovered  oxygen  In  1767, 


IT  is  said  in  Yorkshire  that  a man  need 
never  be  out  of  employment  In  Leeds, 
the  industrial  center  of  the  country, 
because  It  is  a city  of  100  trades.  If  there 
Is  a slump  In  one  trade,  he  can  obtain  work 
in  another.  The  factory  chimneys  never 
•top  smoking.  The  chief  industry,  how- 
ever. Is  cloth  and  clothing.  Centuries  ago 
the  rich  grazing  land  of  Yorkshire  was 
famous  for  Its  sheep  and  wool.  Some  Leeds 
farmers  began  to  weave  their  fcool  Into 
•loth  and  it  quickly  became  known  for  its 
warmth  and  wear. 

When  coal  was  discovered  nearby  and 
•team -power  was  introduced,  the  industry 
grew  tremendously  and  cloth  from  Leeds 
was  sent  all  over  the  world.  Then,  in  the 
mlddlu  of  the  last  century,  some  cloth 
firms  began  to  make  clothes  on  a big 
■eale.  Today,  if  you  buy  a ready-made 
suit  of  clothes  In  Britain,  or,  in  fact,  in 
many  parts  of  the  Continent,  the  chances

from  pie  rest  of  the  train  failed,  the 
brothers  methodically  shot  down  Bates. 
8eng  and  C.  C.  Johnson,  a brakeman.  All 
were  killed  with  their  hands  in  the  air. 

The  trio  fled  into  the  thick  underbrush 
and  were  not  seen  again  until  their  cap- 
ture. Behind  they  had  left  four  dead  men. 
frightened  passengers,  some  cut  by  flying 
glass,  and  several  slim  clues  — a pair  of 
overalls,  the  grip  and  two  army  canteens. 

A few  days  after  the  crime  a receipt  for 
a registered  letter  mailed  to  Hugh  and 
initials  on  the  suitcase  led  investigators  to 
suspect  the  D’Autremont  brothers,  and  the 
big  manhunt  was  on. 

Rewards  of  $20,000  were  posted.  More 
than  4.000.000  circulars  bearing  their  pho- 
tographs were  printed  in  seven  languages 
and  distributed  throughout  the  world. 
Bloodhounds,  airplanes  and  posses  Joined 
in  the  search.  For  four  and  a half  years 
detectives  scoured  every  continent. 

LAW  CATCHES  UP 

Then  one  day  In  February.  1927,  Hugh 
was  found  in  the  Philippines  where  he  was 
a private  In  the  United  States  Army.  He 
was  brought  back  to  Medford.  Ore.,  and 
charged  with  murder.  While  hie  trial  was 
being  conducted,  the  twin*  were  found  In 
Steubensvllle.  O..  where  they  were  working 
in  the  coal  mines. 

Roy.  who  meantime  had  married,  wrote 
a lengthy  confession  in  exchange  for  a life 
sentence  for  all. 

For  several  years  Roy  and  Ray  served  as 
prison  barbers,  a profession  they  learned 
from  their  father.  Hugh  served  in  the  flax 
plant.  In  recent  years,  however,  their 
tasks  have  been  simpler.  Their  chances 
for  parole  axe  almost  nil  because  the  Fed- 
eral Government  would  pick  them  up  for 
attempting  to  rob  the  mails  as  soon  as 
they  walked  through  the  prison  gate.

Ray.  23.  and  Hugh,  19.  swung  aboard  the 
blind  baggage  and  worked  forward  in  the 
darkness  of  the  tunnel  to  the  cab. 

Engineer  Sidney  Bates  and  Fireman 
Marvin  Seng  were  ordered  to  stop  the  train 
and  climb  to  the  ground,  where  Roy  was 
waiting  with  a shotgun  and  a grip  filled 
with  dynamite. 

They  ordered  Mall  Clerk  E.  E Daugherty 
out  of  the  mail  car  hooked  behind  the  ten- 
der. but  he  refused.  The  desperadoes  set 
off  a charge  at  the  front  end  of  the  mall 
ear.  but  they  had  used  too  much  explosive. 
The  mall  caught  on  fire  and  smoke  and 
flame  belched  from  the  tunnel.  Daugherty 
was  blasted  to  bits.

Secretariat  for  the  Commonwealth? 


IN  talking  about  the  British  Common- 
wealth of  Nations,  or  which  Britain  is 
a small,  but  still  very  Important  part.  I 
want  to  examine  particularly  the  methods 
whereby  It  can  continue  to  survive 
The  white  population  of  the  Union  of 
South  Africa  Is  partly  Dutch,  partly 
French,  and  partly  British  by  descent. 
Roughly  one-third  or  the  population  of 
Canada  Is  descended  from  Frenchmen 
whose  ancestors  left  France  a century  and 
a half  before  the  French  Revolution. 

Some  territories  of  the  British  Common- 
wealth were  conquered  or  captured:  for 
example,  Gibraltar,  the  Transvaal,  Orange 
Free  8Ute,  Ceylon  and  Jamaica.  In  the 
case  of  none  of  them,  their  rulers  asked  to 
be  taken  under  British  protection:  for 
example,  New  Zealand,  the  Malay  8tates, 
Natal  and  Basutoland.  Borne  territories 
came  under  the  British  flag  as  the  result 
of  settlement  or  of  the  development  of 
trade:  for  example.  Australia.  India,  New- 
foundland and  most  of  Canada 
You  can  find  In  different  parts  of  the 
Commonwealth  almost  every  conceivable 
form  of  government.  The  organization 
only  works.  In  my  belief,  because  In  every 
part  of  It  the  people  have  been,  as  far  as 
was  thought  possible  by  Ihe  government 
of  the  day,  allowed  to  run  their  own 
affairs,  even  when  more  direct  government 
might,  at  limes,  have  been  much  more 
efficient.  There  are  black  spots  here  and 
there,  but  the  aim  throughout  the  whole 
Commonwealth  has  been  to  bring  people 
alter  people  to  seir- govern  men  l,  and,  fi- 
nally, to  independence,  and,  by  so  doing, 
to  encourage  them  in  a loyalty  to  the  basic 
Ideas  and  principles  that  have  thus  given 
them  their  freedom.  , 

CHECKING  PROCESS 

In  two  important  cases,  London  put  the 
brake  on  this  process  too  vigorously  and 
lor  too  long.  The  result  was,  in  one  case, 
the  American  War  of  Independence,  and. 
In  the  other,  the  neutrality  of  the  govern- 
ment of  Eire  In  the  last  war.  But  on  the 
whole,  the  system  has  worked  well. 

But  the  last  war  has,  probably,  been  a 
greater  strain  on  the  machine  than  most 
of  us  in  the  Commonwealth  yet  realise. 
As  far  as  we  In  Britain  are  concerned,  the 
fact  that  in  the  war  shells  and  buss -bombs 
fired-  from  the  European  continent 
destroyed  our  homes  has  made  us  realise 
that.Jnevitably.  we  have  become  more  and 
more  a European  power.  We  cannot  for- 
get, militarily  or  economically,  about 
Europe.  Before  the  war.  roughly  40  per 
cent  of  our  trade  was  with  countries  in 
the  Commonwealth,  and  another  40  per 
cent  with  countries  In  Europe.  Obviously.

we  cannoL  possibly  afford  now  to  lose 
either  of  Lhoae  markets. 

To  us  In  Britain,  the  sympathy,  the  de- 
sire 'to  help  us  through  our  difficulties, 
shown  by  the  Dominions  and  the  Colonies 
since  the  end  of  the  war,  Is  In  many  ways 
even  more  impressive  than  the  sympathy 
and  help  during  the  excitements  and 
dangers  of  the  war  Itself.  I would  say. 
without  hesitation,  that  there  Is  a far 
Rreater  feeling  of  cordiality  towards  the 
Dominions  and  Colonies  now  than  ever 
before. 

But  many  of  us  here  wonder  whether 
the  present  machinery  for  carrying  on  the 
Commonwealth's  foreign  policy  Is  suffi- 
ciently flexible.  Britain  can  uo  longer 
bear  almost  the  entire  burden.of  defence. 

present  consultations 

It  Is  true  that  the  Dominions  have  their 
own  ambassadors  or  ministers  tn  many 
countries;  it  Is  true  that  the  greatest 
efforts  are  made  in  London  to  consult  the 
Dominions,  step  by  step,  through  the  Do- 
minions’ High  Commissioners  and  what 
used  to  be  the  Dominions  Office  and  Is 
now  the  Commonwealth  Relations  Office. 
But  I wonder  whether  the  time  has  not 
come  for  the  establishment^!  a Common- 
wealth Secretariat  with  more  than  half 
of  Its  officials  recruited  In  the  Dominions 
and  Colonies,  and  pot  almost  entirely  by 
officials  from  the  United  Kingdom  as  in 
the  present  Commonwealth  RelaUons 
Office. 

Even  In  the  case  of  the  beginning  of  a 
Western  European  Union,  the  five  govern- 
ments that  signed  the  Brussels  Treaty 
have  now  a permanent  Council  on  which 
each  country  Is  represented  by  a very 
high-ranking  diplomat,  a Defence  Com- 
mittee, an  Economic  Committee,  and  so 
on 

2 know  that  each  Dominion  has  Its  own 
particular  problems— it  is  just  as  Im- 
portant, for  example,  for  Canada  to  keep 
Hi  mind  Its  neighbor,  the  United  States, 
as  It  ts  for  us  In  Britain  to  keep  In  mind 
the  neighboring  continent  of  Europe. 
Australia,  South  Africa,  New  Zealand. 
India,  Pakistan— each  has  Its  difficulties 
AH  the  same,  I should  have  thought  that 


there  ought  to  be  machinery  to  regulate 
relations  Inside  the  British  Commonwealth 
at  least  as  detailed  at  that  which  Is  now 
set  up  to  regulate  relations  In  Western 
Europe. 

However,  the  Dominions  are  Independ- 
ent and  can  look  after  themselves— In  so 
far  as  countries  nowadays  can  look  after 
themselves.  Still  more  delicate  and  diffi- 
cult Is  the  future  of  the  Colonies.  Not  only 
have  we  In  Britain  to  realize  how  Im- 
portant It  is  for  us  to  develop  the  resources 
of  the  Colonies,  but  also  It  Is  fairly  clear 
that  the  Inhabitants  of  these  Colonies, 
who  have  been  driving  trucks,  or  servic- 
ing aircraft,  or  working  In  offices  and 
factories  during  the  war.  are  not  going  u> 
be  content  with  the  positions  of  Inferiority 
they  held  before  the  war  began 
INVESTING  CAPITAL 

What  are  we  doing  to  meet  the  situa- 
tion? Ten  years  ago.  by  passing  the 
Colonial*  Development  and  Welfare  Act. 
we  broke  for  the  first  time  with  that 
wickedly  short-sighted  tradition  that  each 
Colony  must  pay  Its  own  way.  The  much- 
publicized  groundnuts  scheme  In  Africa  la 
only  one  of  many  whereby  we  are  invest- 
ing capital  on  a long-term  basis.  Not  long 
ago.  new  details  were  published  of  the 
tl, 000.000.000  government  - sponsored 

Colonial  Development  Corporation.  Even 
so.  with  our  own  financial  difficulties  here 
at  home,  the  temptation  must  be  to  Invest 
money  rather  In  vegetable  oils  and  food- 
stuffs that  we  want  over  here  than  In  edu- 
cation anp  social  services  in  the  Colonies 

I hare  suggested  that  there  should  be 
a Commonwealth  Secretariat  which  would 
include  officials  from  Dominions  and  Col- 
onies This  seems  to  be  extraordinarily 
Important,  since  the  Colonies  are  more 
likely  to  benefit  from  the  experience  of 
. the  Dominions  — which  are.  after  all.  mere- 
ly Colonies  that  have  grown  up— than 
from  that  of  Oreat  Britain 

But  we  also  need  much  more  pooling  of 
experience  between  one  Oniony  and  an- 
other. For  that  purpose,  the  Colonial 
Office  needs  more  officials  with  expert 
knowledge  of  agriculture,  health,  and  wo 
on  to  be  always  on  the  move  from  Colony 
to  Colony.  H Is  our  British  method  to 


leave  each  Colony  its  own  Individuality, 
but  so  many  of  them  have  problems  In 
common  that  they  need  the  help  of  these 
wandering  expert*  a*  well  as  of  the  Re- 
gional Councils  that  have  been  established, 
for  example,  in  the  Caribbean  and  In 
Southeast  Aria. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  American  prob- 
lem of  regulating  production  to  prevent 
a slump,  or  the  8oviet  problem  of  main- 
taining control  of  the  restive  and  lively 
countries  In  Eastern  Europe.  Is  easy  In 
comparison  with  this  problem  of  keeping 
some  unity  of  purpose  among  peoples  or 
the  British  Commonwealth. 

SENTIMENT  OF  UNION 

I do  not  know  whether  we  can  solve 
that  problem.  But  I do  know  that,  despite 
our  own  mistakes  anJ  the  propaganda  of 
our  enemies,  there  is  still  a strong  and 
genuine  sentiment  of  union  among  most 
of  these  peoples.  During  the  war,  I col- 
lected a few  samples  by  way  or  IHuiilra- 
tlon,  aiid  I remind  you  of  a few  of  them 
now  In  a spirit  less  of  Jingoism  than  of 
humble  gratitude. 

I remind  you  of  the  Nigerian  Chief  who 
offered  to  send  us  three  strongest  sons, 
armed  with  bows  and  arrows,  to  kill  Hitler 
in  Berlin,  and  of  the  Masai  tribe  In  Kenya 
which  made  a free  gift  of  nearly  900  head 
of  cattle  to  help  the  war  effort,  and  of  the 
Royal  Family  of  Tonga.  In  the  South  Pa- 
cific, which  handed  over  the  rite  of  an 
airfield  to  the  British  Government  for  a 
quarter  of  a dollar  a year,  and  of  the  re- 
mote Island  of  Tristan  De  Cunha,  In  the 
South  Atlantic,  which  gave  a whole  year’s 
wool  crop,  and  of  Pitcairn  Island,  two 
square  mUes  In  size  and  dumped  down  !n 
the-  Pacific,  halfway  between  New  Zea- 
land and  South  America,  which  offered 
to  look  after  39  child  evacuees  from  Brit- 
ain, and  which  sent  hundreds  of  walking 
sticks  for  the  benefit  of  wounded  soldiers. 

I could  give  you  dozens  of  other  exam- 
ples of  touching  generosity,  or  loyalty,  or 
Imagination,  but  I have  not  the  time,  and 
possibly  you  have  not  the  patience.  But 
I do  want  to  suggest  that,  In  a world  where 
there  are  ao  many  disruptive  and  disin- 
tegrating forces  at  work,  this  mysterious 
and  indefinable  bond  between  the  vary- 
ing race*  of  the  British  Commonwealth 
Is  of  the  greatest  value  to  civilisation  as 
a whole.  It  Is  not  just  a pleasant  place  of 
sentimentality  for  elderly  but  full-blooded 
Imperialists  who  talk  In  their  club  as 
thoagh  they  had  conquered  the  Common- 
wealth single-handed;  It  Is  an  economic, 
social  and  political  necessity  tn  a despair- 
ing world/— Condensed  from  a BBC.

Africa  Best 

PORT  ELIZABETH.  South  Africa 
(UP),  — Two  Roman  Catholic 
priests.  Rev.  Fathers  J.  J.  White  and 
C.  J.  Watkins,  would  rather  live  In 
the  wilds  of  Central  Africa  than  in 
the  finest  residential  area  of  New 
York. 

They  are  on  their  way  back  to 
Tanganyika  after  a year’s  leave  in 
the  United  8tates.  Their  African 
parishes  cover  thousands  of  square 
miles  and  they  have  to  act  as 
"father,  mother,  teacher  and  doc- 
tor" besides  settling  tribal  troubles. 

Both  men  have  served  In  various 
parts  of  Central  Africa  from  1937 
to  1947.  On  one  occasion.  Father 
White  visited  daily  30  murderers  In 
their  condemned  cells  and  baptized 
them  shortly  before  they  were 
hanged. 

It  was  a custom  among  young 
men  wanting  to  marry,  to  prove 
their  manhood  by  slaying  a wild 
animal,  then  taking  a hacked-off 
leg  of  the  beast  to  their  prospective 
father-in-law.  The  first  Installment 
of  a marriage  dowry  It  was  claimed 
to  be.  "Either  the  animals  got 
scarce  or  the  men  got  lazy,  for  they 
stopped  killing  animals.”  says 
Father  White.  "Instead,  they  killed 
men  from  other  tribes,  cut  off  an 
arm  or  & leg  and  took  It  to  the  girl'* 
father.  These  killings  went  on  for 
two  years  until  the  British  Govern- 
ment heard  of  them.  The  30  men 
were  brought  to  Justice,  convicted 
of  murder  and  condemned  to 
death."

A ground  party  has  succeeded  In 
reaching  a fantastic  rock  formation 
resembling  an  ancient  city  In 
Northern  Australia.  ^The  formation 
covers  an  area  more  than  100 
square  miles  and  was  familiar  to 
Allied  airmen  during  the  war.

UCKLAND,  N.Z.  (CP).  — New 
Zealand  Is  studying  the  pos- 
sibility of  producing  electric- 
ity from  the  vast  number  of  under- 
ground "hot  springs"  that  exist  In 
this  country. 

In  many  parts  of  New  Zealand 
these  subterranean  thermal  pools 
provide  potential  sources  oY  power 
on  a large  scale,  but  now  are  alipost 
wholly  neglected. 

The  Maoris  In  some  parts  of  the 
North  Island  cook  their  food  In  hot 
pools  near  their  houses  and  In  Ro- 
torua, the  largest  thermal  area, 
bores  have  been  put  down  from 
some  houses  to  secure  boiling  water 
for  a constant  free  ntral  heating 
supply.  Apart  from  this  the  gey- 
sers, steam  blow-holes  and  other 
thermal  activity  found*  in  many 
parts  of  the  North  Island  and  some 
parts  of  the  South  Island  have  been 
regarded  purely  as  tourist  attrac- 
tions. 

The  great  recent  Increase  In  the 
demand  for  electricity,  however,  has 
obliged  authorities  to  seek  new 
sources  of  supply.  New  Zealand 
does  not  produce  coal  to  maintain 
large  coal -burning  plants. 

SERIOUS  SHORTAGE 

The  South  Island  has  almost  un- 
limited hydro-electric  resources  but 
the  North  Island  Is  less  favorably 
placed.  Main  development  In  the 
North  Is  the  construction  of  a series 
of  large  hydro-electric  plants  along 
the  largest  river,  the  Waikato.  Two 
have  been  completed  and  a third  Is 
Well  under  way.  Eventually  the 
river  will  have  a chain  of  ten  dams 
and  power  stations,  but  construc- 
tion has  been  unable  to  keep  up 
with  the  Increasing  demand  and  al-

The  Island 
Of  Winds 

By  JOHN  8TAINER 

There  lies  off  the  northeastern 
Up  of  Somaliland  one  of  the  least 
visited  protectorates  of  the  British 
Commonwealth,  the  Island  of  Soco- 
tra. For  thousands  of  years  Its 
mountains  have  been  a familiar 
sight  to  the  many  seamen  who 
round  the  corner  pf  Africa  from  the 
Gulf  of  Aden.  They  have  steered 
by  them;  lost  them  In  the  monsoon 
clouds;  picked  them  up  as  a guide 
on  the  way  to  Zanzibar;  but  be- 
cause of  the  dangerous  coast  and 
the  winds  that  beset  It,  they  have 
not  landed.  Even  today  no  more 
than  a solitary  steamer  and  a 
handful  of  scows  call  at  the  Island 
in  any  one  year. 

During  the  war,  though,  because 
of  the  possibility  of  Italian  or  Japa- 
nese landings,  Socotra  became  a 
temporary  air  base  protecting  the 
Qulf  of  Aden,  and  for  the  first  time 
British  officers  were  stationed  on 
the  Island. 


The  people  of  Socotra  are  the 
descendants  of  Arab  tribes  who  mi- 
grated many  years  ago  from  Qlshn 
on  the  southern  coast  of  Arabia; 
and  the  Sultan  himself  is  the 
hereditary  ruler  of  the  Mahra 
tribes  of  Arabia.  For  that  reason, 
though  It  lies  closer  to  British 
Somaliland,  the  Island  Is  ruled  as 
part  of  the  Eastern  Protectorate  of 
Aden.  For  the  most  part,  though, 
the  8ocotrans  have  always  been  left 
alone,  and  the  very  good  reason  has 
been  the  wind. 

From  the  beginning  of  May  to  Ihs 
end  of  October  the  southwest  mon- 
soon blows  with  an  average  speed 
of  35  miles  per  hour;  and  it  Is  vir- 
tually Impossible  to  land  a dhow 
anywhere  on  the  Island.  Then  from 
November  until  the  end  of  January 
the  northeast  monsoon  blows  back 
at  20  miles  an  hour,  effectively  pre- 
venting any  landings  on  the  north 
coast. 

So  fierce  and  steady  are  these 
winds  that  the  people  build  their 
houses  to  allow  for  them.  Usually 
they  have  thick  stone  walls,  and  al- 
ways they  have  two  doors:  one  lp 
the  northeast,  which  Is  used  during 
the  southwest  monsoon  and  then 
blocked  up;  and  one  In  the  south- 
west, which  Is  used  for  the  rest  of 
the  year.  Inside  the  solid  walls  all 
Is  cool  and  comfortable.  There  Is 
no  furniture,  In  the  Arab  style,  only 
a carpet  and  cushions;  but  there  is 
shelter  from  the  endless  gale,  and 
a haven  for  a moment  from  ths 
roar  of  the  distant  waves. 

Altogether  there  are  between 
eight  and  ten  thousand  people  liv- 
ing on  Socotra,  and.  despite  the 
danger  of  the  waters,  the  majority 
of  them  make  their  living  from  the 
sea.  Except  on  the  two  small  plain* 
on  the  north  and  south  coasts, 
there  Is  little  good  grazing.  A few 
hundred  men  do  occupy  themselves 
keeping  camels  and  sheep,  or  traf- 
ficking with  donkeys  over  the 
mountain  trails,  but  most  of  them 
either  fish  or  go  in  for  pearl  diving. 

It  was  with  some  of  the  pearl 
divers  that  we  went  bathing  at 
Socotra's  most  unusual  resort,  th* 
8tar  Hole.  A few  years  before  we 
could  never  have  made  friends  be- 
cause of  the  difficulties  of  Interpre- 
tation; for  Socolran  Is  an  unwrit- 
ten tongue,  a language  of  Its  own 
akin  to  Arabic,  and  there  were  no 
foreigners  who  knew  It.  During  the 
war.  though,  many  Socolrana  have 
learned  both  English  and  Arabic 
from  men  of-  the  R A.F,  and  of  the 
Aden  Protectorate  Levies,  stationed 
on  the  Island,  and  conversation  1* 
now  easy. 

The  Star  Hole,  which  Is  a trans- 
lation of  the  Bocotran  name,  Is  a 
circular  pool  of  unknown  depth, 
about  100  yards  In  diameter.  The 
native  name  suggests  that  It  may 
be  a meteoric  crater,  which  Is  pos- 
sible, for,  though  there  Is  an  over- 
hanging lip  about  two  feet  under 
the  water,  very  convenient  when 
bathing,  there  is  no  kind  of  a 
mound  such  as  would  occur  with  a 
volcano.  Whatever  Its  origin.  It  Is 
a magnificent  pool  for  bathing.  The 
lithe  brown  boyi  dived  after  our 
stones,  catching  them  before  they 
disappeared  In  the  depths;  and  we 
swam  or  wriggled  our  toe*  as  they 
were  Investigated  by  the  fish. 

The  8tar  Hole  lies  on  the  plain*, 
surrounded  by  de*ert  scrub,  but 
only  a few  miles  behind  are  moun- 
tains which  may  catch  as  much  as 
200  Inches  of  rain  during  the  short 
period  of  the  northeastern  mon- 
soon. There,  underneath  the 
enormous  grey  cliffs,  the  foothill* 
are  covered  with  a forest  of  the 
most  extraordinary  trees.  They  are 
short,  not  more  than  eight  feet 
high,  with  almost  pyramkllcal 
trunks  which  give  like  rubber  to 
the  touch,  and  a crown  of  fleshy 
dark  green  leaves.  From  them  the 
natives  extract  a kind  of  gum. 
which  they  use  like  the  incense 
grown  across  the  straits  In  Somali- 
land. Sometimes  they  export  small 
quantities  to  Shlhr  on  the  Arabian 
coast. 

Also  In  the  mountains  there  are 
wild  sheep  and  goats,  which  gave 
good  hunting  to  the  RAF.  during 
the  war;  and  throughout  the  Island 
there  are  birds  and  animals  and  In- 
sects. which  are  found  nowhere  else 
In  the  world,  for  nowhere  else  la 
there  such  an  extraordinary  cli- 
mate.
